WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Protests against the con- 
firmation of Atty.-Gen. McKenna for 
Supfeme Court Justice continue to ar- 
rive in Washington.. Nearly every Sen- 
ator and many Representatives have 
received petitions and letters asking 
that Mr. McKenna be turned down, but 
the bulk of the protests have been for- 
warded to the Judicary Committee of 
the Senate, which has the case in 
charge. 

Objection to Mr. McKenna 
confined to any particular’ section. 
Maine, as well as California, being rep- 
resented in the protests. Mr. McKen- 
na’s alleged unfitness for the Supreme 
bench, because of his limited knowledge 
of the law, also because of his religious 
views, are the only grounds on which 
the anti- McKennaltes base their objec- 
tion. 

‘Senator White said tonight that Mr. 
McKenna would undoubtedly be con- 
firmed, despite protestations. When 
David B. Hill was in the Senate and a 
member of the Judiciary Committee he 
defeated Hornblower and Peckham who 
had been nominated for the Supreme 
bench, after their names had been fa- 
vorably reported by the committee.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Christmas 
da, A. D. 1897, was the most quiet and 
peaceful on record at the White House. 
Owing to. the recent bereavement of 
the President, all offcial functions were 
suspended, and throughout the day the 
front doors of the Executive Mansicn 
rarely swung on their himges. Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley early in the 
day went for a short drive. 

The weather was perfect, clear, 
cloudless and crisp. Early the 
morning a messenger arrived with a 
great basket of pimk roses and lilies of 
the valley, marked simply “For the 
President.”’ 

A little later the President’s carriage 
pulled up and Mrs. McKinley came 
down leaning upon the President’s arm. 
Mrs. McKinley seemed as well as at 
any time since her arrival at the 
White House, while the President was 
the picture of health. 

The only guests in the house were 
Miss Duncan and Miss Barber, who 
remained during the morning. The 
Christmas dinner was purely a family 
affair.

And Senator Lodge Wants Uncle 
Sam to Buy Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that Senator Lodge is preparing a bill 
favoring the purchase of the three isl- 
ands of St. Thomas, St. Croix and St. 
John, owned by Denmark, in the West 
Indies. 

The Senate passed a resolution a 
year ago asking the State Department 
to ascertain whether the islands were 
still for sale, at what price they were 
held, and whether anhy other country 
was after them. Denmark has replied 
that she is still willing to sell, and that 
two European governments are now 
negotiating for their purchase. These 
are supposed to be Great Britain and 
Germany 

The United States has been discuss- 
ing this purchase for nearly thirty 
years. In 1868 negotiations went so far 
that a treaty wags negotiated for the 
purchase, by which this country was 
to pay $8,000,000 for the islands, but it 
failed of ratification. On this occasion 
the people of the islands voted on the 
question, and decided almost unani- 
mously for annexation. 

The Danes do not want any Euro- 
pean power to secure possession of the 
islands. A most liberal offer will be 
made to the United States to purchase 
at a comparatively small price—almost 
nothing—for it has been practically de- 
termined by Denmark either to sell 
these islands or give them liberty. 
Most of the residents of the islands 
are British immigrants, and their first 
move after securing independence 
would probably be to petition England 
for a protectorate. The present expense 
of maintaining a government on the 
islands reaches $150,000 a year. Consid- 
ering her position in the European con- 
cert, it is not thought necessary for 
Denmark to maintain a station in the 
—— Indies, hence her willingness to 
sell. 

St. Thomas has a harbor large 
enough te accommodate the navies of 
the whole world, and in view of the 
advantages to be fained, Senator 
‘Lodge is sanguine of securing an ap- 
propriation that will enable the islands 
to be transferred 4o the jurisdiction of 
the Stars and Stripes. 

The thrée isJands a total’ ef 100 
square miles of territory and a popu- 
lation of 40,000. St. Croix is the biggest, 
with sixty square miles and 23,000 pop- 
ulation. This island is very fertile, 
and gives an excellent crop of all trop« 
ical products, especially sugar.

Window-glass “Makers in 
Return to Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—A special to the 
Chronicle from Anderson, Ind., says 
that Christmas eve was observed in 
that city and throughout the gas belt 
by fires being lighted in almost all the 
window-glass factories, and notices 
posted instructing the men who have 
been out since last July to report for 
duty on the night of the 7th of next 
month. 

This ends the longest strike and lock- 
out in the history of window-glass 
manufacture in this country. Fifteen 
thousand men will return to work at 
an advance of from 13 to 17 per cent. 
over the wages of last year. They 
have, however, it is estimated, lost 
$550,000 by not accepting the offer of 
the manufacturers, made August 7, 
which was 1 per cent. lower ean what 
they did gain after four months’ strike.

Germany Does not. Know How 
Far She May Go. 


Strong Pressure for Joint Action 
in the Far East. 


England Appears to Be Standing in 
With Germany—Russia’s Occupa- 
tion of Port Arthur Believed to 
Be Permanent. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

BERLIN, Dec. 25.—[{Special Cable 
Letter. Copyrighted, 1897, by the Asso- 
ciated Press.} China has occupied pub- 
lic attention to the exclusion.of every- 
thing throughqut the week. The gov- 
ernmemt and Foreign Office continue 
reticent, even the occupation of Port 
Arthur having failed to elicit any offi- 
cial statements, with the exception of 
the denial of the extravagant utter- 
ance of the Cologne Gazette and other 
wsually inspired papers. The reason 
for this exceptional taciturnity lies in 
the simple fact that Germany 
herself does not know where she 
stands and how far the other powers 
will permit her to go. Germany, Rus- 
sia and France are still negotiating, 
and while there is strong pressure to 
bring about joint action of these pow- 
ers in the Far East, equally potent in- 
fluences ‘are working to frustrate such 
plans. It depends largely upon the 
outcome of these negotiations as to 
what instructions Prince Henry of 
Prussia will find awaiting him when he 
shall arrive at Hongkong early in Feb- 
ruary. In the meanwhile the mission 
of Prince Henry may be characterized 
as mainly a display of spread-eagleism, 

A prominent diplomat, in an inter- 
view with the correspondent here of 
the Associated Press, said: 

“Russia’s occupation of Port Arthur 
is permanent. She thereby secured @ 
much-desired terminus for the Siberian 
Railroad, which will be extended to 
Port Arthur, making Russia the un- 
disputed mistress of Manchuria and 
the whole of North China. Her inter- 
ests in China in no way conflict with 
those of France, whose sphere of acti@én 
is in South China. Between this is an 
immense territory, which may eventu- 
|} ally be disputed between Great Britain, 
Germany and Japan. 

“A movement is now on foot between 
Japan and Germany to arrive at an 
understanding, as Japan sees clearly 
that this course is the wisest. Russia 
will not tolerate Japan in Korea, as it 


“would destroy all of the schemes that 


she has been preparing for the past two 
years. Therefore Germany is the only 
friend and ally Japan can look for in 
the coming events. That is, if she 
knows how to play her cards and es- 
tablish a basis of mutual interest, for 
which I hear there is considerable pros- 
pect.” 

From a missionary the correspondent 
here of the Associated Press learns that 
the bay of Kiaochau is by no means so 
valuable as at first believed. Part of

ENGLAND NOT ALARMED. 


Great Britain Evidently Aiding Ger- 
many in Her Designs... 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

LONDON, Dec. 25.—[{Special Cable 
Letter. Copyrighted, 1897, by the Asso- 
ciated Press,] In well-informed circles 
the general Impression prevaits that the 
scare in the newspapers and among the 
public in-regard to the Far East is at 
least premature. While the members 
of the government are reticent, they 
are evidently sincere in disclaiming the 
least alarm. The impression gathered 
in ministerial quarters is that Great 
Britain is carefully watching events, 
biding her time, and that she certainly 


will not fail to act promptly and vig-, 


orously at the proper moment. It is 
estimated in quarters usually well 
posted on such matters, that Germany 
has either, or wishes to have, an un- 
derstanding on the subject with Great 
Britain. This view is strongly supb- 
ported by Prince Henry's visit to 
Queen Victoria at Osborne, by his sub- 
sequent trip to London, and by the 
autograph letter which the Prince is 
said to have taken to Her Majesty 
from Emperor William, ete., of which 
confirmiation is forthcoming. The Em- 
peror’s. letter .to.the Queen is regarded 
as being a distinctly conciliatory step 
on the part of Germany, But there is 
no doubt that Great Britain is quietly 
preparing for all eventualities. Should 
it become clear that Germany and Rus- 
sia have really commenced a game of 
grab, Great Britain will be prepared to 
assert her claims for a division of the 
spoils. 

At the Chinese Embassy the view 
prevails that there is some understand- 
ing between Great Britain and Ger- 
many. The question seems to have 
arisen that the proceedings took Great 
Britain by surprise. This is impossible, 
for since her intervention in the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war, it has been known 
that Germany has only been awaiting 
a favorable opportunity to obtain a 
foothold’in China, and at various times 
it has been reported that Lappa, Que- 
moy and Amoy have. been secured, 
while a year ago German ships sur- 
veyed Kaiochau Bay, all of which was 
known at the British Foreign Office. 

The reception of the German squad- 
ron at Portsmouth, the facilities which 
the ships were afforded and will be 
afforded at all the British coaldepots 
on their way to Hong-kong point to the 
sympathetic support of Great Britain. 

That Russia does not expect trouble 
is shown in the fact that she has not 
one battleship in the Far East. But of 
course, if Russia does not leave Port 
Arthur in the spring her stay there 
may lead to other grabbing. 

The British government, however, is 
apparently not borrowing _ trouble. 
From a. trading point of view it is 
pointed out that in the event of the 
opening of three new foreign ports, 
they will probably be as little harmful 
to Shanghai as Boston and Philadel- 
phia are to New York. 

The Times’s editorial expressing sat- 
isfaction at the Bering Sea settlement, 
and protesting against the “loose insin- 
uation of bad faith on the part of the 
United States government which have 
been thoughtlessly and unqualifiedly 
made in England,” and Japan’s with- 
drawal from the attitude she had as- 
sumed in Hawaii, are regarded as in- 
dications for a desire for an Anglo- 
Japanese-American alliance. 


TURKS STILL BELLICOSE, 


Greek Gunboat Fired on and Kept 
in Port.

ATHENS, Dec. 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} As the Greek gunboat Actium 
was leaving the Gulf of Ambracia 
today a shot was fired at her by the 
Turks at Prevesa. at the emtrance to 
the gulf. The Actium and several other 
gunboats that were following her were 
compelled to return to this anchorage. 

The Governor has wired to Prince 
Mavrocorda, the Greek Minister at 
Constantinople, to instruct him to ask 
the Turkish government for a friendly 
permission to leave.

“They're off at Morris Park” was the 
last message “Pittsburgh Phil’ deliv- 
ered to Matron Kane of the hospital, 
who was the sole witness of his dying 
agoniés. 

O’Rourke’s death was 
of the changeful life of following the 
fortunes of race horses, Early Friday 
morning Thomas H. Lindsay—the 
“Tommy Nolan” of antique prize-ring 
days—shot O'Rourke through the left 
lung in a fight at the junction of Ellis 
and Powell streets. When the men met 
in the City Receiving Hospital after- 
ward, the dying horseman forgave the 
ex-prize fighter for giving him his 
death wound. 

“I am a tout. I was out looking for 
trouble and I got it. Tommy is not to 
blame,” said “Pittsburgh Phil” to Po- 
lice Surgeon Fitzgibbon, in a moment 
of strength and lucidity. He also held 
Lindsay blameless for the shooting 
when making his formal statement for 
the benefit of Police Chief Lees. The 
one boon O’Rourke asked of the man 
who killed him was readily granted. 

“I want to be laid in a decent man’s 
grave. Will you bury me, Tom?” he 
asked of Lindsay. 

“T'll do that, Phil,” heartily re 
sponded “Tommy Nolan,” shaking the 
hand of the man on the cot. 

This’ wes early Friday 
That evening a Catholic clergyman at- 
tended O’Rourke, and the wounded tout 
seemed much easier for the ministra- 
tions of the priest. Through the night 
he slept feverishly, being part of the 
time unconscious from sheer weakness. 
Early this morning he began to talk in 
a delirium. When Matron Kane went 
to his bedside he was rambling along 
through his home life times in Brook- 
lyn, when his mother and sisters were 
living. Once in a while he left this for 
the less- -pleasant subject of stables, 
books and tips. Then he would drop 
Into his home again, always talking 
about “mother and sister.” 

Toward ll o'clock this morning 
O’ Rourke began sinking rapidly. He 
moved his lips continuously, as if 
trying to tell Matron Kane something 


which weighed upon his mind. Fin- . 


ally he muttered: 

“Never mind, mother, if I do follow 
horses. I'll make a big winning yet.” 

Mrs. Kane said something consoling 
and wiped the perspiration from his 
cold forehad. His pulse was almost 
gone, but his lips continued to move. 
Suddenly he raised his right palm, as 
if to command attention, and stoop- 
ing close to the pillow, Mrs. Kane said 
“What is it?’ 

“Pittsburgh Phil’ opened his eyes 
widely, raised his head a little, and in 
a tense, dry whisper, muttered: 
“They’re off at Morrts Park.” 

And that was the last of the poor 
tout. His body was taken to the 
morgue in the course of the afternoon, 
After Coroner Hawkins and a jury 
have sat in inquest upon the remains 
of O’Rourke, they will be interred at 
the expense of his slayer. 

Lindsay was rearrested yesterday 
afternoon, and is charged on the 
City Prison record with the murder 
of James M. O’Rourke. Police Judge 
Conlan released him half an hour 
later on his own recognizance.

MIDGET BICYCLIST SEEMS

In a Race With Chase the tter

THIRTY MILES MADE IN LITTLE 
MORE THAN AN HOUR. 


L.A.W. Investigating the Six-dnay 
Grind—Fine Games of Hall at 
San Francisco—New Bicycle 
Records at Milwaukee.

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—Jimmy Mi- 
chael of Wales, the recognized middle- 
distance bicycle champion of this coun- 
try, met Arthur A. Chase, the middle- 
distance champion of England, tonight 
at Madison Square Garden in a thirty- 
mile race over a ten-lap board. track 
and won so easily, despite a bad spill, 
that the bicycle experts are guessing 
just now just how good the little “rare- 
bit’ is. Pluck, endurance, stamina 
and every other quality that goes to 
establi8Sh the possession of grit seem to 
be embodied in every inch of the 
Welshman. Nothing séems to tire him. 

The lnuilding was thronged to its ut- 
most when Michael, the midget, and 
Chase, the leviathan, jumped on their 
respective wheels for a few preliminary 
spins around the track, which meas- 
ured one foot over the necessary dis- 
tance to make it ten laps to the mile. 
At the turns the board track was 
“banked” as high as ten feet from the 
level of the boarded floor of the gar- 
den. 

It was,-announced that the winner 
would get 25 per cent. of the gross re- 
ceipts and the loser’s end would be 15 
per cent. The managers of the show 
guaranteed that the winner would get 
$1500 and the loser $1000, but, judging 
from the crowded condition of the 
house, the amount of money that the 
cracks got was far in excess of the 
guarantee. 

Both got on their marks at 10:15 
o'clock, and before they mounted their 
respective wheels they shook hands. 
It was announced that in case either 
man should fall during the first four 
laps the riders would be recalled, and 
this precaution took effect in the first 
lap. Chase got tangled up with his 
leaders after the race was started at 
10:16 o'clock, and at the end of the 
lap the men were ordered back to the 
scratch mark. 

Chase won the toss and took the pole. 
He started out at a rapid gait, but the 
little Welchman soon overtook him, and [ 
at the end of the second mile was more 
than a lap ahead. 

Michael gained another lap in the 
fourth mile, and the spectators cheered 
the “little § wonder’ vociferously. 
Michael was simply invincible, and at 
the fimish of the fifth mile he gained 


another lap on his countryman. 


Both men picked up their tandems 
very cleverly. Michael kept up a 
heart-breaking pace, and at the fifiish 
of the eleventh mile Michaet spurted 
and gained another lap, which put him 
six laps ahead. 

In the fourteenth mile two of 
Michael’s pacers went over the bank, 
but were not seriouSly injured. 

In the next mile, on the fourth lap, 
Michael ran high up on the Madison- 
avenue turn and both men fell in a 
heap, their pacers also taking a 


““cropper.”’ 


Michael remounted his wheel and got 
another lap to the good before Chase 
recovered himself. At the end of the 
sixteenth mile Michael was thirteen 


laps ahead. 


In the twenty-sixth mile Chase fell 
Weavily at the Fourrn-avenue end, 
and was unable to x#o o: with the 
race. He ran. into two tand2m teams 
and was badly cut up. In the 
fanash-up Chase’s bicycle was broken. 
He’ borrowed Taylor’s wheel, but. had 
to leave the track. Had Chase been 
able to continue, however, we prob- 
ably would have been beaten by about 
two miles, as Michael was almost 
that distance ahead of him when the: 
acéident occurred, and was rap‘diy 
gaining:

CHICAGO BREAKING RECORDS 
FOR FIRES.

Iast Four Days’ List Bigger Than 
Any Since the Big Conflagra- 
tion in 1871. 


MORE THAN A MILLION LOSSES. 


HALF A HUNDRED PEOPLE WERE 
INJURED. 


The Burning of the Coliseum Only 
Claimed One Victim—Two Other 
Fires Yesterday, Resulting 
in Severe Injuries,

CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Chicago has not suffered such 
a blistering since 1871 as has been her 
lot this week. From midnight the 
morning of December 22 until 6 o’clock 
this evening the fire record of the city 
was:

THE SECOND BURNING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
~CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—The burning of 
the Coliseum building, at Sixty-third 
street and Stony Island avenue last 
night, was the second time that the 
great structure, in its history of less 
than three years, has been laid in ruins. 
The building had been rented for an 
exhibition of manufactures, and was 
filled from end to end with booths, all 
of which burned -with their contents, 

Three hundred perséns connected 
with the exposition were. in the huge 
structure when-the fire hegan. In try- 
ing to save their-personal effects many 
had narrow..escapes from death A 
dozen persons were: reported missing, 
but all who were known to be in the 


building at the time that the fire] 


started have been accounted for except 
nine. 

A charred corpse, identified as that of 
N. H. Johnson, a carpenter, was found 
this morning in tha ruins. A party of 
searchers made the discovery about 
forty feet from the main entrance to 
the building. The remains were.buried 
beneath a mass of masonry, which: par- 
tially protected the lower portion’ of 
the corpse, while the head, arms andj} 
shoulders were burned to. cinder.

The princpal losers are: Coliseum Com- 
pany, on building, $400,000; on interior 
property, $100,000; carousels and tohog- 
gans, F. C. Bostock, $100.000; big ‘oil 
paintings, Dr. Valentine, $25,000. ;

The insurance on®he Coliseum ag- 
gregates $120,000, and is taken out in 
the name of the Chicago Exhibition 
Company, with the, loss, if any, payable 
to the Illinolis Trust and Savings Bank, 
as its interests may appear. The ex- 
hibitors were without exception unin- 
sured. 

The fire was one of the quickest ever 
seen in Chicago. In twenty minutes 
from the time the first spark originated, 
by the crossing of two electric-light 
wires in the X-ray booth, there was 
not a girder standing. All of the walls 
went down except those on the ends, 
and all that marked the place where 
the building had stood was a mass of 
twisted fron and bricks. The loss of 
lifé might have been terrible, if the 
fire had broken out a few minutes be- 


exhibition would have been caugtft in 
the building. As it was, the spectators 
had just left the building, aie the ex- 
hibitors and .their people were, either- 
preparing for supper or about to leave 
the building when the flames broke out. 

Most of the exhibitors would have 
been able to escape without difficulty 
or danger if they had not stopped and 
attempted to save their personal be- 
longings. A number ran to a large 


which is wide enough to admit a team 
The door, was 
found to be locked, and as the fire was 
roaring through the building with great 
speed it seemed for a few minutes as if 
none would be able to escape. A wat¢th- 
man named Wheeler tried to open the 
door, but the crowd was packed in 
front of it so closely that he had the 
greatest difficulty in opening it. When 
it was finally opened, the crowd was in 
the open air in a few: seconds. In the 
jam several people were badly crushed. 

George de Kreko, proprietor, of the 
Streets of Cairo exhibit, was caught on 
the balcony, and being unable to es- 
cape by the stairway, was forced to 
jump from the window. He was picked 
up severely bruised. In addition to 
these, there were a number of othe 
narrow escapes. 

Shortly after the fire commenced, 
John Dickinson, president of the Coli- 
seum Company, was seen. He said: 

“The building is a total loss, and 
there is little prospect that any attempt 
at rebuilding Will be made. There was 
$120,000 insurance the~ building 
which is just sufficient to cover the 
bonds, The Coliseum Company was 


for $100,000. The building had proved 
& success in every way. The expecta- 
tions of the promoters had been fully 
realized, even surpassed. 

"When we started out to spend $400,- 
000 in an exhibtion building out here 
in Woodlawn we were laughed at by 
many, but the result has proved that 
our judgment was sound. However, 
times have changed, even during the 
last two years, and in my opinion there 
should be no effort made to rebuild the 
Coliseum, but, on the contrary, a united 
effort should be made to push forward 
the plans that have been prepared for 
the erection of a splendid exhibition 
palace on the lake front. Chicago must 
have a large building that can be used 


The Coliseum has been swept away and 
the city is absolutely without anything 
that answers the purpose of an exhi- 
bition building. 

“While the destruction of the Coli- 
seum is a great personal loss to man 
and also a great loss to the city, I be- 
lieve it will result in‘stirring up the 
people in the matter of a permanent 
exhibition building. Since the build- 
ing was opened, it has beefi used 110 
nights, and has brought in something 
like $100,000 revenue. All of this money 
had been put into the building and the 
stockholders have never received a cent 
on their investment. 

“Among the principal Coliseum stock- 
holders, and the amounts they ‘were ac- 
credited with holding, are: Continental 
National Bank, $82,000; A. R. Ougyton,

‘ CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—The fire that last 
evening destroyed the Coliseum at 
Sixty-third street and Stony Island 
avenue, claimed only one victim. He 
was N. H..

Margaret Washington died of starva- 
tion within easy walking distance of 
the busiest part of the city, where 
thousands of Christmas shoppers were 
joyfully celebrating the advent of the 
day. She lay on the bare uncarpeted 
floor of a log house, with a few ragged 
clothes. Until yesterday she had’ been 
slowly starving to death, and when 
assistance arrived, it came too late.

The City Board of Charities had been 
appealed to, and the whole family had 
given up in desperation. The appeal 
to the City Board of Charities had not 
been wholly in vain, however, as it 
had sent, after numerous requests for 
aid, some picture books -for the chil- 
dren and three Oranges which were too 
sour to eat and had to be thrown away. 

A short while before the woman died, 
and while the whole family was in 
great need of food and the mother in 
need of medicine and .clothes, a wo- 
man representing the City Board of 
Charities called and saig if some one 
would be sent down to get them, the 
children could have some toys. She h 
hardly gone out when the old woman 
died.

Decline of the Negro. 


{Medical Record.] The race problem 
in the South seems destined to be set- 
tled according to natural laws unless 
something is done, and done soon, to 
save the negro from the results of his 
own vices and neglect of ‘elementary 
hygienic laws. The testimony of those 
who have studied this subject is all 
but unanimous, and it has received ad- 
ditional confirmation through the in- 
vestigations of Dr. R. H. Johnson of 
Brunswick, Ga., himself a colored phy- 
sician. The figures which he has 
gathered from a study of the vital 
statistics of nearly three hundred towns 
in the Southern States show that the 
death rate of negroes is double that of 
whites in the same commmunities, and 
not only this, but the birth rate is also 
smaller among the colored than among 
the white population. Furthermore, 
the day of the etalwart negro is pass- 
ing, if not already gone, and the mem- 
bers of the younger generation of the 
race make a poor showing, as regards 
their size and physical constitution. 
when compared with their grandfathers 
and grandmothers.

CHRISTMAS CELEBRATION RESULTS 
IN MANY INJURIES.

One Man’s Nose and Mouth Were 
Torn Ont of Shape — Several 
Others Will Lose Their Sight or 
Be Disfigured for Life. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

ASHEVILLE (N. C.,) Dec. 25.—A 
crowd of one hundred or more men and 
boys.were firing a Christmas salute 
from an old cannon on the outskirts 
of the town today, when a can of thiriy 
pounds of powder exploded in the thick 
of the crowd. Thirty or forty persons 
were injured, but none, it is believed, 
fatally. 

The cannon: was fired several times 
and then Joseph Finch, an employé of 
the Southern Railway Company, picked 
up the powder caniand began to reload 
the piece. The gun had to be swabbed. 
and the moment the tiny stream of 
powder struck the heated meta! there 
with a flash, and the powder exploded 
with a report that made the earth 
tremble. Immediately there was a 
scene that made sick the hearts of 
those who were watching from a near- 
by house. The smoke -cleared away 
and showed the bodies lying here and 
there over the hill, falling and rising 
only to fall again as they frantically 
rushed about, blinded and powder- 
burned, madly ‘trying to extinguish 
their flaming clothes.

CIVIL SERVICE HAS NO FRIENDS. 
AMONG POLITICIANS,

So This Session of Congress Wij 
Witness the Abrogation of 
the Measure. 


PARTY PLEDGES MUST BE PAID 


SO OFFICES MUST BE VACATED 
FOR THE HUNGRY SEEKERS, 


Modification of the Law not Likely 
to Meet With Favor—The Presteq 
dent Subjected to a Daily 
Nagging. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The clivfl- 
service law is doomed, and its bene- 
ficiaries may take that statement and 
smoke it in their pipes as a zrewsome 
Christmas present. 

Men of experience who have held 
office, but who will never again hold 
office, know that the law ought not 
to be repealed, but that it should be 
modified in some important particu- 
lars. But the assauit uvon the law 
is Organized, and there is no organi- 
zation of its defenders. Therefore, it 
$ practically doomed. 

Where two or three are gathered 
together in a cause which commands 
earnest endeavor, the small number 
can accomplish much. But when 108’ 
men, all of them Congressmen, are. 
gathered together in earnest, they 
are likely to break the hames, or 
the breeching of any kind of har- 
ness. 

That is what is going on now in 
Washington, and it is being done with 
splendid organization. There is a de- 
termined effort to repeal the ceivil- 
service law, or else to leave the Civil 
Service Commission without any ap- 
propriation for its work. Nothing can 
prevent the consummation of this- 
plan, but organization on the part of 
those who are interested in the con- 
tinuance of the civil-service law, for 
the general welfare. 

In the first place, it must be under- 
stood that Senators and Representa- 
tives are busily engaged in nagging 
the President into a modification of 
the civil-service rules. Not a day 
passes over President McKinley's head, 
but he is obliged to listen to the pleas 
and wails of leaders of his own party 
about the Cleveland exrersion of the 


civil-service classification. This is 
the result of organization. 
It is argued by leaders in this 


movement, that if the President will 
let down the bars and rescind Cleve- 
‘and’s extension order, it will be a 
confession of weakness as to that or- 
der; and, although tnuusands can 
then be appointed without examina- 
tion, to some of the best places in the 
Federal service, the spoilsren will not 
be content, but’ will use that fact as 
an argument for the entire repeal of 
the law. Or, in the event of the im- 
practicability of chere is to 
be a lack of appropriation for the 


Civil Service Commission, and the ex- 


penses of its wor*. 

This matter touches every community 
in the land. It affects every postoffice, 
every customs and internal revenue 
district, every pension agency. It af- 
fects the 15,000 Federal employés in 
Washington, and tens. of thousands in 
other cities. And yet, with this pow- 
erful organization, not a lobby, but an 
aggregation of statesmen, the civil-. 
service employés who are interested as 
to their bread and butter, have no or- 
ganization. As a general proposition 
it may be assumed that the civil-service 
men would be afraid to organize for 
their own protection. 

Therefore, it is said without qualifica- 
tion, that the civil-service law 
doomed. It is obnoxicus to the politi- 
cians, particuarly to those in power 
who cannot provide for their friends, 
and they are diligently engaged 
bringing about their object. 

The first gun in the fight was fired 
by Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio, McKinley’s 
personal amd political friend. 
ately thereafter there was a rattle of 
musketry all along the line. The anti- 
civil-service sentiment was crystallized 
in a caucus of Republican representa- 
tives when 193 Congressmen enrolled 
themselves under the anti-civil-service 
banner.

anti-civil service men in Congress are 


right. They know that the law has be- 
come unpopular with the party which 
won the Presidential fight in 1896; and 
they know also that it will be unpopu- 
lar with those who hope to win a Presi- 
dential contest in 1990, on the other po- 
litical side. Those who are in want to 
stay im. who are out want to 
get in. 

That is the situation in a nutshell 
The civil-service law has no friends 


among the politicians of either oné Of . 


the great political parties. Consequently 
it is doomed. Nothing can save it but 
organization of those who have per- 
sonal interests to sustain, and organiza- 
tion on their part is practically beyon@ 
anticipation.

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FROZEN FACTS. 


In order to ascertain the truth 
about the effects of the recent cold 
spell on the citrus-fruit groves of 
Southern California, The Times _in- 
structed its correspondents in the 
leading orange-growing districts to 
make a careful investigation, and re- 
port impartially, the object being, 
firstly, to give the news, andsecondly, 
to prove what The Times believed to 
be the truth of the matter, namely, 
that, as is usual in such cases, the 
earlier reports of damage had been 
much exaggerated. The information 
furnished by Times. correspondents, 
and printed on another page, fully 
confirms this view of the case. It is 
true that it will yet be some days 
before the damage can be estimated 
with accuracy, but, taking the most 
unfavorable view, it appears that 10 
per Cent. would be an outside figure 
of the loss to the orange crop. by 
frost. This, while unfortunate in some 
individual cases, is a trifling matter 
in the aggregate, as it will still leave 
Southern California about ten thousand 
carloads of oranges to ship. 

The reports printed in The Times 
show that in Riverside the loss is 
much smaller than was at first sup- 
posed, while many groves are practi- 
cally uninjured. In Redlands and 
Highland the reports of loss have 
been greatly exaggerated, only groves 
on the low ground being affected. In 
the former district the loss is esti- 
mated at from 6 to 10 per cent., and 
in the latter at from 10 to 15 per 
cent. Rialto and Cucamonga are 
practically exempt from damage. In 
Ontario the loss is trifling, and con- 
fined to a few depressions in the 
lower part of the settlement. The 
same is true of Pomona. North Po- 
mona is uninjured. Glendora was un- 
affected, except in a few washes. In 
the San Gabriel Valley the loss was 
practically nil. In Orange county there 
was little serious damage, as the 
thermometer did not remain long at 
a low point. Ventura county was 
only touched her®t and there, in spots, 
where citrus trees had been planted 
on low land. 

The facts about the citrus fruit in- 
dustry in Southern California are no 
longer difficult of comprehension. 
They are, indeed, so plain that “he 
who: runs may read.” 

When, twenty-five years ago, orange 
trees were first planted In this seciion 
on a commercial scale, iittic or noth- 
ing was known by the pioneers of 
the industry regarding the proper con- 
ditions attendant to the planting and 
cuitivation of citrus fruit. Quite nat- 
urally, orange groves were planted on 
the level lands, where the necessary 
water for irrigation was availayle. 
Hence, we find that a majority of the 
older groves are the worst-camayged 
whenever a severe frost occurs. 

The true citrus belt of this conti- 
nent, on the Pacific Coast, extends 
from the latitude of Santa Barbara, 
on the north, southward, through 
Southern California and Mexico, to 
Central America. It is here narrow, 
there wide, according to local condi- 
tions. Even within the limits of a 
quarter of a section of land there may 
be local climatic conditions which 
must be studied. 

North of the Tehachepi range are, 
here and there, narrow sheltered strips 
of land, in the foothills, upon which 
citrus fruits may be raised, with fair 
prospect of success, in ordinary sea- 
sons, even as far north as. Butte 
county, but the farther north one goes 
the smaller is the area of such lands. 
and the greater the care which must 
be exercised in planting orange or 
lemon groves. 

The fact is, that the whole of 
Southern California is on the northern 
edge of the true citrus belt of the 
Western Hemisphere, and we must 
govern ourselves accordingly. Those 
who, influenced by enterprising real 
estate agents, or by inadvert®nce, 
plant citrus trees outside of the 
safety line, must be content to take 
their chances. The area of safe citrus 
land in Southern California, while in 
the aggregate quite important, bears 
only a very small relation to the 
total area of the seven southern coun- 
ties, and from year to year Jack 
Frost defines his boundaries more 
plainly. All who are interested in the 
permanent prosperity of this section 
should see to it that strangers are 
not led to delude themselves on this 
it would well pay the citrus-fruit 
growers of Southern California to 
@lub together and buy the orange 
and lemon groves that have been 
planted in localities visited by damag- 
ing frosts every two or three years, 
cut down the trees, ane replant the 
land with some tree or crop more 
adapted to the climate.

THE APOTHEOSIS OF BIGNESS. 

On Sunday last the San Francisco 
Call issued a special number, to cele- 
brate its occupancy of the big new 
building on Market street. It was a 
very large paper and quite a creditable 
paper, and the Call says that no less 
than 350,000 copies were printed. Judg- 
ing from the way in which sample cop- 
ies of the paper have been pouring into 
Los Angeles, this statement is prob- 
ably true. Gen. Mathews and his as- 
sistants, at the postoffice, who are busy 
enough with the regular routine at 
this ‘time of year, have been .tearing 
their hair over the arrival of 400 sacks 
of sample copies of the Call, which are 
understodd to be the advance guard 
of about six hundred sacks more. Many 
of these copies are not addressed to 
street and number, thus entailing a 


the postoffice employés. 

In commenting upon its big number, 
on the following day, the Call made 
the following comparisons, to show 
what a big thing a 350,000 edition is: 
“Were the matter to be taken from 
one paper and the columns pasted end 
to end the slip of paper would reach 
two and two-thirds times around the 
world. Were this strip laid in a straight 
line and a railroad track built along 
side of it it would take a train trav- 
eling at the rate of forty miles an hour 
seventy days to go from one end to 
the other. Were the lines to be set end 
to end they would make the trip to 
the moon and back ten times. 

‘“‘Hiad the paper been printed in Chi- 
nese, and by the usual methods em- 
ployed by that race in their publica- 
tions, the work would have. been so 
great that had a Chinaman began it 
when the waters receded from Mount 
Ararat the edition would not be com- 
pleted yet, and 200 years more would 
elapse before the last copy came from 
the stone. 

“When the old Washington hand 
press was in use in newspaper offices 
it was estimated that the most rapid 
pressman could print 150 [240?] papers 
in an hour. At this rate it would have 
taken a little more than half an hour 
to print one copy of the New Era edi- 
tion, and working ten hours a day it 
would take forty-five years to print 
the entire edition. 

“Each copy weighed one and one- 
quarter pounds, the entire edition pull- 
ing down the scales at 229 tons. In or- 
der to get these papers to the postoffice 
more than 17,000 mail sacks were re- 
quired, and to haul the entire edition 
over the railroads necessitated twenty- 
two freight cars. For the Los Angeles 
readers it required three cars, and for 
those at Sacramento one car to carry 
the papers. As each paper called for 5 
cents as tribute to Uncle Sam for car- 
rying it through the mails, the postage 
on the entire edition amounted to $4380. 

“When the time taken in compilation 
and printing is considered this was the 
largest edition ever published by any 
newspaper in the world.”’ 


Our San Francisco contemporary does 
not seem to have gone so far in the line 
of comparison as it might have done. 
For instance, it might have made an 
estimate to show how many dollars 
would have been distributed among the 
voters of California, supposing every 
‘“v" in the 350,000 copies represented a 
$5 bill, or if the ink used in printing 
the paper had been whisky, how long 
a jag would it have furnished the Call 
staff, or if a man had to read every 
word in the number, “write-ups” and 
all, how long would it- be before he 
would become crazy. 

There are many other interesting 
problems which might be worked out 
in this connection, but then, unfortun- 
ately, life is short. 


RELIGION UP TO DATE. 

A Baptist parson in Trenton, N. J., 
finding that the attendance at his Sun- 
day services was unsatisfactory, and 
the contributions to the support of 
himself and church still more so, has 
tried an innovation, by selecting half a 
dozen of the prettiest girls in his flock 
to serve as ushers. The result was 
that there were more young men in 
the pews than had ever before been 
seen there, every seat in the church 
being filled long before the services 
were begun, and it was necessary to get 
choirs in the aisies, The collection on 
the first Sunday amounted to nearly 
$300. 

There is no doubt whatever that the 
income of a church may easily be in- 
creased in such manner as this, There 
are many ways of increasing a church 
revenue. The church fair is a success 
in this hne, however harrowing it may 
be toa majority of those who are called 
upon to contribute. Doubtless the New 
Jersey parson would have done still 
better, and might have charged a big 
admission fee. had he secured half a 
dozen artists models, and posed them 
in the “altogether,” after the sermon. 
Another ingenious plan of swelling the 
ehurch funds was hit upon by Brother 
Pitman of this city. 

Supposing, however, that the object 
of a church organization is to advance 
the cause of Christianity, it may fairly 
ba asked whether such schemes as 
these are more in the interest of relig- 
ion than of the “world, the flesh and 
the devil.”

~ The good citizens of Philadelphia 
have been much worked up during the 
past few months in regard to a case 
involving a disorderly house in that 
city, which had become such an in- 
tolerable nuisance that a number of 
householders made formal complaint to 
the authorities about it. This was as 
long ago as April, 1896. The authori- 
ties whose office it was to abate the 
nuisance deferred action, under one 
pretext and another, until the house- 
holders became weary of waiting, and 
seeing no chance of getting relief from 
the police, had the keeper of 
house indicted before the grand” jury. 
A year later, or in April last, the house 
wasstill being conducted as before. The 
Mayor was then appealed to, but he 
vouchsafed no reply to the petition. 
Finally, after much hard work on the 
part of citizens who devoted their time 
to the improvement of municipal af- 
fairs, the case was brought to trial a 
few weeks ago, and the woman was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $200, also to 
undergo an imprisonment of sixty days. 

The above, to say the least, shows a 
lamentable absence of well-directed 
energy on the part of the municipal 
authorities of Philadelphia, but there 
is worse behind it. City and State, a 
weekly Philadelphia journal devoted to 
municipal reform, charges that the 
true reason for this long delay was 
given at the trial by one courageous 
witness, but that every paper in the 
city suppressed tte most vital part of 
this witness’s testimony, no newspaper 
in Philadelphia giving the name and 
office of the man who is charged by 
this citizen, of his own knowledge, as 
having backed the woman in running 
her establishment. The man referred 
to happened to be the Health Officer 
of the city of Philadelphia 

City and State now calls upon this 
official either to disprove the charge 
that has been brought against him, or 
to resign the office and retire to pri- 
vate life. This is certainly the least 
he should be expected to do. 

If such things can be, in the staid 
and virtuous City of Brotherly Love, 
it is no wonder that we find municipal 
rottenness the rule rather than the ex- 
ception throughout the great cities of 
the country. It is time for all good 
citizens to stand together and inaugu- 
rate a little municipal house-cleaning. 


WOOLEN CLOTHING. 


The Democratic papers assert that 
the protective duty on wool, while ben- 
efiting a small class of American pro- 
ducers, works injury to the great ma@s 
of the population, by largely increasing 
the cost of woolen clothing. 

This statement will not stand the test 
of investigation. The Wool Record, a 
weekly New York paper devo‘ed to the 
wool industry, shows that the working 
of the new tariff law has tended to 
stimulate the consumption of pure wool 
of American growth. There are still 
on the market large portions of the 
great importations made during the 
last year of the Wilson law, but Amer- 
ican manufacturers are now consum- 
ing more wool than at any time since 
1892. The heavy duties on shoddy 
compel a diminution in its use, and in- 
stead of using rags, which have al- 
ready been worn out as clothing and 
then turned into shoddy, the mills are 
now using new stock, with the original 
fiber intact. The immense quantities 
of wool now necessary to supply our 
domestic manufacturers have been the 
wonder of the whole industry. Large 
quantities of foreign shoddies have been 
excluded, and then the mills have been 
compelled to use large proportions of 
domestic wool. This greater demand 
has benefited the American farmer by 
increasing the price of his wool, so 
that the present price of many grades 
of wool is 8 cents higher than last year, 
or before the new tariff law went into 
effect. The Wool Record says: 


“This increased price of the raw ma- 
terial does not enhance the price of 
clothing in a similar ratio. Wool now 
worth 15 cents and shrinking 60 per 
cent., is taken as the basis of these 
calculations, and may very fairly be 
considered as a representative or aver- 


age quality. A suit of clothes requir-. 


ing for its manufacture seven pounds 
scoured or seventeen and one-half 
pounds in the grease would be un- 
usually heavy; but the additional out- 
lay for the wool necessary to make this 
suit would be only $1 more at present 
than under the free-trade conditions of 
last year. 

“It is readily seen, therefore, that un- 
jer present tariff conditions the wool- 
grower reaps a decided benefit, while 
the consumer is not. seriously incon- 
venienced by the difference in the price 
of his clothing. These figures regard- 
ing the prices of clothing are based 
upon the supposition that clothing has 
advanced in price, but other factors 
have Keen at work and the fact is it 
may be purchased as cheaply now a 
under the former tariff.” ;

HAWAIIAN svGAR. 


Assemblyman Brewster C. Kenyon 
of Long Beach writes a communication 


j.to The Times attacking the resolu- 


tions against Hawaiian annexation, re- 
cently adopted by the Los Angeles 


‘Chamber of Commerce. The proposition 


to which he especially objects is con- 
tained in the resolution declaring that 
the annexation of the islands “will be, 
in the long run, decidedly detrimental 
to the beet-sugar interests of Southern 
California.’’ In support of his views, 
Mr. Kenyon says: 

“Now, do not the facts in the case 
show that the annexation of Hawaii 
would really besefit our sugar produc- 
ers more than it would injure them? 
The facts are that ever since 1875 
(twenty-two years ago,) awaiian 
sugar has been admitted to the United 
States free of duty, and, under a 
Clause in the reciprocity treaty, said 
treaty must continue in force for 
twelve months after either of the gov- 
ernments, parties to said treaty, have 
given notice to abrogate the same. 
Consequently, Hawaiian sugar must re- 
main on the free list for at least a 
year longer, as neither government has 
as yet given the requisite twelve 
months’ notice. As Hawaiian sugar is, 
and for some time must be, admitted 
to’ this country on a par with our own, 
the danger to our local producers lies 
alone in the fact that the Hawaiian 
article is raised by contract or coolie 
laborers, who receive wages of but a 
few cents per day, and therefore the 
Hawaiian producers, even after adding 
the sea transportation, can afford to 
undersell our home men. In the face 
of this, would not annexation actually 
help us, in that it would do away with 
cheap contract labor on the islands, 
and put the price of labor on the same 
basis as that throughout the United 
States; and so, while sugar itself would 
still be landed on our coast free of 
duty, the additional transportation it 
would have to pay over the local prod- 
uct would give the home article the 
advantage.” 


The argument is far-fetched. An- 
nexation of Hawaii, it is true, would 
preclude any further importation of 
contract labor. But it would not ex- 
clude the coolie laborers already in the 
islands. Nor would annexation pre- 
vent Japanese immigration, for the 
subjects of Japan have free entry to 
the United States under existing 
treaties. The menace of cheap Japa- 
nese labor in Hawaii is scarcely less‘ 
than that of Chinese cheap labor. And 
if both Japanese and Chinese laborers 
were excluded from- Hawaii, the native 
Hawaiian labor would remain, to com- 
pete with the product cf California 
sugar fields and factories. 

Thus it is apparent that annexation 
would by no means place Hawaiian 
sugar on a par with the home prod- 
uct. The advantage would still be 


largely with the Hawaiian produéer, by 


reason of the ill-paid.labor at his 
command. The people have declared in 
favor of protecting American industries 
and labor against the disastrous effects 
of competition with the pauper labor 
of Europe. The competition of the 
coolie labor of Hawaii is even more 
detrimental than the competition of 
Europe. And California, more than 
any other State in the Union, will feel 
the injurious effects of this coolie com- 
petition. Therefore, California should 
stand fast in opposition to Hawaiian 
annexation,

POLICE FOLLOW A BURGLAR 
- OVER THE HOUSETOPS. 


Finally Captured After a Desper- 
* ate Struggle Behind Some 
Portieres. 


MORTALLY WOUNDED ONE MAN. 


‘IDENTIFIED AS <A NOTORIOUS 
CROOK AND CRIMINAL. 


Caught Once Before After a Run- 
ning Fight—Escaped from Prison, 
One of the Most Expert Bur- 
glars in the State. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 25.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] One of San Francisco’s 
most sensational burglaries was com-; 
mitted tonight at the southeast corner 
of Geary and Franklin streets. A des- 
perate chase by policemen and detec- 


Stroh, a notorious criminal, and in the 
fatal Ishooting by the burglar of Bald- 
win Gardiner, secretary of the Pacifico 
Stock Exchange, who lives at No. 1135 
Geary street. 

Miss Mary Kennedy, servant in the 
employ of Charles S. Bier of the to- 
bacco firm of Rinaldo Bros. & Co., at 
his residence on the southeast corner 
of Franklin and Geary streets, returned 
home shortly after 8 o’clock last even- 
ing, accompanied by her brother, but 
wpon her arrival at the Bier residence 
she found herself locked out. There was 
a jight shining through the kitchen 
window, and she immediately sus- 
pected that burglarls were in the house. 
Bier and his: wife had gone to San José 
to spend the day, and she was left in 
charge of the house. The burglar, or 
burglars, took ‘thel alarm when she 
tried to unlock the kitchen door, and 
put out-.the lights. 

Leaving her, brother to guard the 
kitchen door; Miss Kennedy ran to the 
drugstore of D. M. Fietcher and gave 
the alarm. Fletcher telephoned to po- 
lice headquarters, and within five min- 
utes two patrol wagons, one from the 
City Hlall and one from the North End 
Police Station, were on the scene. 

In the meantime Fletcher had sent 
his drug clerk, Harry Harris, to the 
house where the burglar fvas supposed 
to be, and, armed with a revolver, Har- 
ries guarded the front entrance while 
Kennedy kept guard at the kitchen en- 
trance. Policeman Floyd was sent from 
the Central Staition and Policeman 
Meagher from the North End Station. 
They were soon followed by Deteatives 
Dilon and Crockett from the upper of- 
fice. . 

The officers were not long in locating 
the burglar. He was seen lying: flat on 
his face on the sharply pitched roof, 
and the officers started after him. A 
wild chase followed over the roofs of 
houses, the burglar and the detectives 
risking their lives again and again. The 
roofs of the houses are steeply pitched 
and far apart. It was a desperate fight 
on one side and a hunt to the death on 
tthe other, but the officers never faltered. 
They clambered over roofs and swung 


and limb. 

Suddenly four shots rang out on the 
night. The officers traced the sound 
to the residence of Baldwin Gardiner, 
an upper flat at No. 1135 Geary street, 
and hastening thither found Gardiner 
lying on the floor with a bullet wound 
in his right shoulder. Mrs. Gardiner 
wanted to lead the search for the bur- 
glar, but the officers sent her to take 
care of her husband, while they con- 
tinued the search. Through the house 
the searchers hurried, but could find 
no trace of the marauder, until one of 
them espied a foot that barely showed 
from under the folds of the portieres 
in the dining-recom. Detective Crockett 
‘Sprang at the curtains and griped the 
man hand and foot. After a brief 
struggle the burglar quit fighting, and 
was soon safely ironed. 

The burglar was taken into Gardi- 
ner’s presence, and the wounded man 
identified him instantly. At the sug- 
gestion of the attending physician, 
Gardiner’s ante-mortem statement was 
taken by the police. It is as follows: 

“TJ, Baldwin Gardiner, aged 59 years, 
residing at No. 1135 Geary street, 
fearing that the wound I have re- 
céived may prove fatat, make the fol- 
lowing statement, which is correct, so 
help me God: This evenzng I heard 
some one crying ‘Police!’ between 9 
and 10 o’clock. I got aut of bed, ran 
to the door of the bacx porch, and 
heard men on the roof. They said 
they were officers looking for a rob- 
ber. While looking up 1 saw a man 
holding on to a pillar of the porch, 
and I hollered out, ‘Here he is, here 
he is!’ With that he shot me from 
above. I fell to the doorway. He 
jumped down, ran over me, and into 
my house. When I hollered ‘Here 
he is!’ at that time there was a light 
from the street, and the man who has 
since been captured and brought into 
my room handcuffed by the officers, 
I positively identify as the man who 
shot me and ran over me.

At the City Prison the burglar was 
promptly identified as Adam Stroh, a 
notorious and desperate crook. Stroh 
is recognized as one of the most des- 
perate convicts in the State, and while 
he has only done one short term in 
State's brison, he “has been watched 
‘for a long time by the police. He was 
arrested. five years ago by Police Offi- 
cer Feeney, after a running fight in 
which fifteen shots were exchanged. 
Wren and Murray once caught him 
while trying to break into a butcher 
shop, and he escaped conviction. Four 
years ago Sergt. Martin captured him 
and a man named Dennis, while at- 
tempting to break into a house. He 
was convicted on this charge and given 
two years and a half in San Quentin. 
He was released abovt seven months 
ago. At one time, while confined in the 
old city prison, Stroh got hold of some 
tools that a plumber was using, and 
cut his way through the celling of his 
cell. He then made his descent into 
a yard of the Receiving Hospital, and

MODERN RIP VAN WINELE. 


& Man Who Has Slumbered for 
Twenty Years. 

{New York Herald:] Near the city 
of St. Charles, Minn., resides a sleep- 
ing wonder in the person of Herman 
Harms, who has spent nearly every 
hour during the last eighteen or twenty 
years in unconscious slumber. Mr. 
Harms has quite a family of adult 
children and, elthough much money 
has been spemt for the best of medi- 
cal treatment and advice, no doctor 
has yet been found who has been able 
to break the spell under which the 
man rests. He is given food by tender 
hands, but seems cnhly partially 
aroused when being fed, and on being 
alone at once a@egain drops off to sleep. 
In fact, so hard is it to arouse him a 
great part of his food has to be ad- 
ministered in liquid form. 

When Harms went West, nearly 
twenty years ago, he took up farming. 
Gradually the sleeping spell grew upon 
him, until he was unable to attend to 
his farm, and for awhile, until his 
sons beceme old enough, the place was 
much neglected, and the income of the 
family, once prosperous, greatly dim- 
inished. 

This summer for a few days the 
sleeper thoroughly awoke and his fam- 
ily were in hopes his long slumber was 
at last broken. But the awakening was 
but for a short time; a few days and 
Herman Harms was again im a solid 
sleep. 

The pulse of the sleeper is regular, 
though stronger than that of the 
healthy adult. It fairly seems that the 
heart meant to burst the capillaries 
and drown that organ. The pulse 
over the temple is strong and the head 
is hot, while the flesh is generally be- 
low the ordinary temperature. As he 
sleeps the eyelids blink, as if annoyed 
by the light, but this they always do. 
The usual position of the sleeper is on 
his left side, the left hand firmly 
against the brow. At times when the 
sleeper awakens he is rational and 
shows that his mind is entirely un- 
clouded. 

Harms is now 56 years old. When 
the first symptoms of his trouble made 
their appearance in 1875 the patient 
weighed 180 pounds; now he does not 
weigh more than one-half of that— 
about ninety pounds. He is, in fact, 
almost a living skeleton. His beard 
and hair are long, his features drawn, 
white and thin; the cheek bones look 
as if they would soon force their way 
through the covering of skin. Harms 
has five children, none of whom shows 
any signs of the terrible malady which 
holds their father to his bed. 

Many different opinions have been 
expressed by the numerous physicians 
who have attended the case unsuc- 
cessfully. Powerful electric batteries 
have been applied to the body, the 
only effect of which was to cause a 
slight contraction of the muscles of 
the body. The disease has been va- 
riously denominated as heart trouble, 
softening of the brain, Bright's dis- 
ease of the kidneys, complication of 
troubles, and the use of too much 
quinine. 

Harms is fed about once in twenty- 
four hours—sometimes only once in 
forty-eight hours. In the partaking of 
food he is very frugal, refusing eny 
dainties that sympathetic :riends and 
neighbors may offer n::n, saying that 
a slice of buttered bread is enough 
for him. In fact, his digestive ergans 
have become so weakened that to 
eat anything more suwvs<cantial would 
prove harmful.

In various engagements with the 
insurgents the forces of Gen. Pando 
are said to have suffered considerable 
losses. The column for several days 
was short of provisions owing to the 
vigorous resistance made by the in- 
surgents to the Spanish, and many 
impediments place in their way. 
Gen: Pando’s exact losses are not 
known, owing to the difficulty of com- 
munication. 
‘While a number of insurgents were 
carrying a case containing dynamite 
in the province of Puerto Principe, the 
dynamite exploded, killing seven of 
the party and wounding eight others. 

As is customary here on Christmas 
eve, large crowds of Spaniards as- 
sembled in Central Park and indulged 
in dancing, singing and other forms 
of amusement. A large number of those 
present, becoming intoxicated, began to 
make demonstrations, and shouted 
“Viva Weyler!” “Viva  TEspafia! 
“Viva Union Constitutional!” 
with autonomy!” and other disturbing 
cries. The police were summoned, and 
upon their arrival ordered the crowd to 
disperse. No attention was paid to 
their orders, and the officers, being re- 
inforced, guards were stationed in all 
the avenues in the vicinity of the park. 
In the mean while the groups in the 
park continued their shouting and dem- 
onstration, compelling the cavalry, 
detachment of which had been sum- 
moned to the scene, to charge uvon 
them, sabre in hand, and disperse them. 
Several of the police were slightly in- 
jured by the stones thrown by the pop- 
ulace. Eight arrests were made, but 
no shots were fired. 


CHANGED HIS MIND. 


Senor Govin' to Be a Member of 
Spain’s Colonial Cabinet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Dec. 25.—Sefior Antonio 
Govin, secretary of the Autonomist 
party, who has for nearly a year past 
resided in the United States, has 
cabled to the government his accept- 
ance of a post in the Colonial Cabinet. 

In March last Sefior Govin left Ha- 
vana for the United States. On his 
departure it was understood that he 
was starting only on a short trip for 
his health and relaxation. Many friends 
went to the wharf and boarded the 
steamer to see him off. Once on board, 
Sefior Govin surprised his friends by 
pointing to the Moro Castle flag and 
stating that he would not return until 
the flag was changed.

CHRISTMAS DINNER FOR THE POOR 
AT THE MISSION. — 


Plans for Establishment of a Res- 
cue Home—Booth-Tacker to Ar- 
rive Here Next Friday—Coloniza- 
tion Scheme, 


The Salvation Army gave its annual 
dinner to the poor of Los Angeles yes- 
759 Upper Main street, 
and from 10:30 a.m. till 3 p.m. a steady 
stream of hungry people poured into 
the very large building and filled every 
available seat at the half-dozen long 
tables. When a vacancy occurred ata 
plate a dozen stood ready to fill it. At 
2 o’clock between 800 and 1000 persons 
had been fed, and still there was a 
crowd of two or three hundred around 
the door waiting for a chance to get in. 
More than a hundred baskets of food 
were sent out to families where, on ac- 
count of sickness and other causes, the 
members were not able to visit the hall. 

A noticeable feature of the attend- 
ance this year, which differed very ma- 
terially from last Christmas, was that 
the hobo element was conspicuous by 
its absence, and whole families of very 
respectable appearance took its place. 

The menu consisted chiefly of tur- 
keys, ducks, ham, roast beef, roast 
pork, plum pudding, pies, cakes, nuts 
and fruits, and as everything was 
served with a lavish hand, not a sour 
was turned away hungry. 

Staff Capta Dunham has received 
a communication from Lieut.-Col. Wil- 
liam Evans of San Francisco, urging 
that immediate steps be taken toward 
the purchase of the property at No. 330 
Griffin avenue, to be converted into a 
home for fallen women, and to be 
known as the Los Angeles Rescue 
Home. Action will be taken at once 
toward raising the necessary funds-— 
$1500. A portion has already been sub- 
scribed and the balance will probably 
be secured during the next ten days. 
The property in question is very large 
and spacious, and would be entirely 
suitable for the purpose in question. 

Commander Booth-Tucker will arrive 
in Los Angeles Friday morning, De- 
cember 31. He is coming to dedicate 
the Working Men’s Metropole, formerly 
the Good Samaritan Mission, No. 759 
Upper Mair street. The - dedication 
service will take place in the afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. The commander will lead 
a social demonstration in the evening 
at 8 o’clock in the First Congregational 
Church, corner Sixth and Hill. He will 
speak on his colonization scheme. .

MRS. LUETGERT’S BROTHER. 


Evidence as to His Insanity to Be 
Introduced, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 3 

CHICAGO,. Dec. 25.—The attorneys 
for Adolph L. Luetgert have received 
a report from the superintendent of 
the insane asylum at.Pueblo, Colo., on 
the mental condition of Herman Bick- 
nesse, the brother of Louisa Luetgert, 
who disappeared twenty years ago, 


and who was discovered recently 
locked up. im the .Colerado asy- 
lum. The defense will endeavor 
to put this document in_ evi- 


dence, and if the courts refuse to ad- 
mit it the superintendent of the asylum 
himself will be brought to testify. 

According to the report, the mental 
aberration of Mrs. Luetgert’s brother 
was brought on by excessive drinking 
rather than as an inherited trait, al- 
though the opinion says a tendency 
toward insanity might have been aided 
by liquor. He disappeared from Chi- 
cago twenty years ago after his wife 
had secured a divorce om account of his 
bibulous habits. It was said that no 
effort was made to trace him by the 
fe:mily. It was known that he had gone 
West, but nothing was heard of him 
definitely until the Luetgert defense re- 
ceived word that he was in the Colo- 
rado asylum.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 25.—The 
Herald of Trade and Finance prints the 
following review of the canning indus- 
try of this State: 

“This year’s pack of canned fruits is 
the largest in the history of the indus- 
try. It is'not only the largest pack, 
but stocks in first hands at the close 
of the year are the smallest for years. 
The low prices at which several kinds 
of fruits, notably apricots, were placed 
at the commencement of the season 
contributed largely to the big distribu- 
tive demand, for so far as we are able 
to learn, there has been very little, if 


any, speculative buying. Another 
thing which has contributed to the 
exceptionally good demand the 


small crop of fruits in the New and 
Old World, and wage-earners, as a rule, 
being in better position than for two 
or three years. The short crop of 
peaches at the East created a big de- 
mand -for California canned and dried 
fruits, and although the pack was fully 
up to 700,000 cases, yet the supply now 
on hand is very light, particularly of 
lemon-cling peaches. The apricot pack 
was also quite large, going over 400,000 
cases. .The following is an authentic 
estimate of the total pack by counties, 
of the canneries in the State:

The value of the above pack is about 
$5,000,000, as follows:

Asparagus, 4,900,000 $100,000. 

Peas, 2,100,000 pounds, $24,00 

Tomatoes, 21,600,000 ea $100,000. 

Boxes and labels, $291,000. 

Labor, $727,000. 

Fuel, etc., $160, 000. 

Of the above thirty-eight canneries, 
five -canners packed 1,187,000 cases, and 
one of the five alone packed 367,000 
cases, probably the largest pack of the 
kind made in the United States, if not 
in the world. Considering the capital 
invested and that the entire pack must 
be made in ninety days’ time, the in- 
dustry is the least remunerative of any 
industry known in the State.

“Tt is difficult for the practiced 
igscover or 


locate scale when it exists in small 
numbers on a plant or tree and before 
its rapid multiplication so encrusts the 
twigs and branches. as to render it 
conspicuous. Vegetation suffers little 
from it at first, and a few isolated 
scales here and there are not likely to 
attract attention. When a trees be- 
comes fuly covered, however, the drain 
upon its vitality is soon made apparent « 
by it weakened, sickly appearance 
The foliage, during even a moderate 
drought, turns yellow or purplish brown 
and withers and sheds, while unin- 
fested trees are still green and vigor- 
ous. 

On examination of such trees it is 
probable that the scale will there be 
found encrusting the surface of the 
twigs and smaller branches (extend- 
ing, too. to leaves and fruit,) and giv- 
ing them a rough, scurfy appearance, 
as' if while damp, ashes or some other 
gray substance had been sifted over 
them and there adhered. If scratched 
with the blade of a knife or the finger- 
nail, an oily, viscous yellow matter will 
exude, due to the crushing of the liv- 
ing insects beneath the scales. This 
exudation causes the twigs to feel 
greasy or soapy to the fingers. The 
damage resulting from the San José 
scale is due to the extraction of the 
sap from ‘the tre or plant upon which 
it feeds. This is effected principally 
during the summer months when the 
circulatory system of the plant is in 
active operation. It passes the winter 
either as a mature or growing insect 
on the bark, covered by the protecting 
scale, firmly anchored by its ventral 
proboscis, which it has thrust deeply 
in'tto the soft vegetable tissue of the 
plant, under the epidermis. In_ the 
early spring, as the weather becomes 
warmer, the mature females commence 


this. time up to frost in the fall the 
young larvae may be noticed by means 
of a lens. crawling about over the 
limbs looking for a suitable spot to in- 
sert their proboscis, and begin their 
life work—which is the extraction and 
assimilation of gap.’

PAUL (Minn.,) Dec. 20, 1897. 
OR THIS, the mid-Sunday of the 
Christmas holidays, the day when 
we all stop for a few moments’ 
thought during the season of love 

and rejoicing, I cannot give a better let- 
ter than the description of an inter- 
view which I recently had here with 
the Rev. John Ireland, the famous 
Catholic archbishop of St. Paul. Arch- 
bishop Ireland is one of the most loved 
of the public men of the United States. 
iis face has a smile as sweet as that 
ot Santa Claus, and there is an honest 
independence of character about him 
which charms all who meet him.~ He 
is the personification of liberal catholi- 
cism. He has preached temperance 
from the pulpit, the lecture platform 
and the press, and has again and again 
announced himself as against any 
union of church and State. More than 
any. other ecclesiastic, he has made 
hiraself known as a patriotic American. 
He believes in the reign of the people, 
and is enthtusiastic as to our possibil- 
ities as a nation. He stands very 
close to the. Pope, Leo XIII, and the 
Pope’s great interest in American mat- 
ters is largely due to the influence of 
Father Ireland. 
CHAPLAIN IRELAND IN 1862. 
The archbishop was born in Ireland, 
but he bought the right to his Ameri- 
can citizenship by fighting for the Union 
-during the late war. In 1861 he was a 
young priest in Minnesota, having just 
finished his education in the theologi- 
cal seminaries of Europe. After the 
battle of Buil Run he offered his serv- 
ices as chaplain and was attached to 
the Fifth Minnesota Regiment. The 
most of the members of this regiment 
were Catholics, and young Father Ire- 
land was the most popular man of the 
corps. He preached to the boys before 
and after the battle, and I have heard 
it said that the men would drop their 
cards and leave their games at any 
time to hear one of his sermons. He 
was not, however, contented with 
preaching. At times he went into bat- 
tle and fought with the men. This was 
the case at Corinth. The late John Ar- 
kins, editor of the Rocky Mountain 
News, who was in the fight, once told 
the story; “It was in the midst of that 
battle.- The famous Texas brigade 
had made their desperate charge. The 
Confederates .had succeeded in pene- 
trating the Union lines. They had cap- 
tured some of the batteries, and were 
pouring into the streets of Corinth. 
The gap in the lines was widening. 
More soldiers were rushing through. It 
looked as though the Confederates 
would soon attack Rosecrans’s army 
in the rear, when the Fifth Minnesota 
Regiment was ordered to the rescue to 
close the gap. They attempted to do 
so. They threw themselves like a 
whirlwind upon the enemy. With shot 
and bayonet they rushed upon the ad- 
vancing mass, pressing it back inch 
by inch, until at last they retook the 
batteries which had been lost and al- 
most succeeded in reéstablishing the 
‘line at the point where it had been 
' broken. Just at this time, when the 
enemy were still crowding and fighting 
for the gap, the cry went out from the 
Union soldiers for more ammunition. 
Many of our boys had used up their 


their cartridge boxes from. those of 
their dead comrades. It was then that, 
walking amid the shot and shell, came 
a smooth-shaven, tall, angular young 
man in the dress of a chaplain. Upon 
his shoulder he carried a heavy box, 
and as he walked along just back of 
the soldiers, he yelled out from time to 
time: 
‘Here are cartridges for 
Here are more cartridges for you!’ 
“And so he went along the line, the 
soldiers reaching back amd grabbing 
the cartridges by the handfuls and 
then turning again with new ammu- 
nition upon the struggling enemy. And 
so through all the fight this smooth- 
shaven chaplain moved back and forth 
carrying ammunition to the men to 
whom he had preached only a few 
nights before. He kept it up until at 
last, when the evening shades began 
to fall, the battle closed with a victory 
for the Union forces. Then it was dis- 
covered that the brave chaplain was 
missing. Father Ireland, for it was he 
who carried the cartridges to the men, 
could nowhere be found. Tho greatest 
concern prevailed; almost all thought 
that his bravery had cost him his life. 
There was an anxious search among 
the wounded, when, in an improvised 
hospital on the outer edge of Corinth, 
the young priest was found unhurt, 
but still at work speaking words of 
comfort amd cheer to the wounded and 
the dying.” 
FATHER IRELAND'S FUTURE. 
Such was the Father Ireland of 1862. 
He was only 24 years old then. He is 
59 years old today, and the thirty-five 
years which have gone by since the 
battle of Corinth have been years full 
of Work for him. Every one knows his 
ecclesiastical labors. Outside of this 
he has dome great things for the coun- 
’ try and his people. One of his schemes 
Was to establish colonies in the unoc- 
cupied lands of Minnesota and Dakota 
in order to take care of the poor peo- 
ple of the tenement districts of the 
big eastern cities amd to save the emi- 
grants from the temptations and dan- 
gers which are found in such\ quarters. 
He founded a@ number of such settle- 
ments and several thriving little towns 
are due to his efforts. Amother great 
thing which he attempted, but in 
which, through the panic, he failed, 
was the building of a megnificent ca- 
thedral here in St. Paul, and in connec- 
tion with this well-endowed school. 
He expected to do this out of his own 
means. He was a man of good busi- 
* mess ability, and his real estate invest- 
ments three years ago were such. that 
I am told had he sold out at that time, 
he would have been worth something 
less than $2,000,000. The hard times, 
however, made such a shrinkage in 
real estate. thet suburban property 
dropped from the value of several thou- 
sand dollars an acre to almost nothing, 
and the archbishop’s wealth faded 
away under the shadow of the de- 
pressed money market... He had bor- 
rowed upon his holdings in real estate 
about one-temth of their value, but this 
tenth was hardly enough at forced sale 
to bring the amount of the debt, and 
without there is a great revival in real 
estate the archbishop will not be able 
to regain the immense fortune he had. 
A TALK WITH THE ARCHBISHOP. 
The archbishop has a beautiful house 
about two miles from the center of the 
city. It was by telephone that we ar- 
' ranged for an appointment there, and 
later on I met him again, in the pas- 
tor’s house next to the cathedral in 
St. Paul. He was at first rather averse 
to an interview for publication, but. as 
he grew interested in my questions his 
words came forth hot and fest, and I 
had trouble im holding them in all their 
meaning. At times the archbishop 


spoke slowly and meditatively, and 
again, as he warmed up to his subject, 
he arose and walked up and down the 
floor, giving me striking ideas at the 
rate of 200 words per minute, Through- 
out the telk I was struck with his evi- 
Gent earnestness and his high-spirited

points of view. One of my first ques- 
tions was as to whether we should 
ever have a universal or a world re- 
ligion. The archibishop replied: 

“TIT think we have such a religion now. 
The world religion is the religion of 
Christ. It is based upon Christ yes- 
terday, today and forever. Christ came 
down to the world as a divine teacher, 
and proposed His religion as one that 
was to last to the end of the world. If 
I did not believe that Christ was di- 
vine I could, of course, discuss other 
religions. The Mosaic religion was di- 
vine, but its message was only to pre- 
pare the way for the religion of Christ. 
You might ask why it has not become 
more universal, why the world is not 
already altogether Christian. To that I 
say that what seems to us a long time 
may be only a moment the mind of 
the infinite God. The infinite cannot 
be judged by the finite, and in God’s 
time I believe all the world will come 
unto Him.” 

LIBERALITY IN RELIGION. 

“But, Your Excellency, do you not 
think the world is becoming more lib- 
eral in regard to religious matters?”’’ 

“Yas,’’ was the reply; “but it is nec- 


essary to state what liberality or liber- | 


alism means. If it means that man is 
to give up or conceal what he really 
believes to be the truth, I do hope the 
world is not becoming more liberal. If, 
on the other hand, it means that he has 
more respect for the conscience of oth- 
ers, I hope and judge that the world is 
more liberal. The Almighty judges 
men according to their lights and con- 
sciences. If men are absolutely sincere 
in their beliefs and actions, we must 
respect their sincerity, even as I be- 
lieve God respects it. I think in this 
sense the world is far more liberal -now 
than in the past. We are now willing 
to say that men may honestly differ 
from us in some things: and be right in 
others. This is liberalism in the true 
sense, and I think it is important that 
it should exist to its fullest extent in 
our country. We Americans are made 
up of men of all beliefs, but we have 
so much.in common in our family, so- 
cial, state and business relations, that 
it is vital to our happiness that we re- 
spect one another. If we had not lib- 
eralism of this we should soon 
have chaos. It is to our interest that 
we work together. We have to help, 
trust and respect one another. It is 
due to this that we have a happy and 
united country, even though we are di- 
vided upon the lines of religion.” 

WORLD NOT GROWING BETTER. 

“If the world is growing more liberal, 
Your Excellency, I suppose you will 
also say it is growing better?” 

“Ah!” replied the archbishop, ‘‘as to 
that I don’t know. The world is im- 
proving in many ways, but in others it 
seems to me it is at a_ standstill, or 
worse. As far as material things go, 
we have made many steps in the 
vance. We accomplish more, we live 
better, and so far as man’s own thought 
and works in a temporal and social way. 
can persuade man to be good, the 
world is perhaps better and stronger. 
But when ,it comes to questions of 
moral and social purity, personal in- 
tegrity, the repression of passion and 
the possession of higher aims, of life 
and citizenship, I do not know. Some 
of these things are on the decline. I be- 
lieve the chief support of all of them 
is religion, and by religion I mean the 
strong belief in an All-Powerful, Divine 
Ruler of the universe, and in rewards 
and punishments from that Ruler. 
When such religious faith declines, the 
danger is that morals will also decline. 
I fear that there is such a decline go- 
ing on now, though I hope it is only 
momentary.’”’ 

SCIENCE AND RELIGION. 


“Upon what especial lines do you no- 


| tice the decline, Your Excellency ?”’ 
you boys. 


“Chiefly along the lines of material- 
ism and agnosticism,” said the arch- 
bishop. ‘‘And, of course, upon all lines 
which tend to take men away from a 
belief in the divinity of God and Christ. 
The further we get away from the 
conviction of a divine,moral ruler, the 
further we get away from Chirst, and 
thereby lose in moral character and. 
pure living.”’ 

“Speaking of agnostics, Your Ex- 
cellency, are not the recent archaelogi- 
cal discoveries affecting the founda- 
tions of religion?” 

“Yes, perhaps so, with the uninformed 
and superficial. At first sight it seems 
to some that science does away with 
the need for a great God and as though 
the new discoveries-weakened the effect 
of Christianity. This, however, is only 
with the superficial, and I have no fear 
the final result. Science only 
changes the date. It may, for in- 
stance, put a little further back, by 
secondary causes, the Great Creator, 
but no matter how far back it goes, 
the Creator must be confessed. Take 
the question of the beginning of ,life 
upon the planet. Darwin, Haeckel and 


‘others of that kind cannot answer it. 


They will evolve other beings from 
those who preceded them, but they fail 
to state where life began. There is 
only one answer, it must have come 
from the supernatural. 

“As to these archaeological discov- 
eries, which have led to so much bibli- 
cal criticism, not one°has yet been 
made which upsets the Bible. They 
may lead us to read some parts of our 
Bible a little differently, so far as the 
history is concerned. But if we have 
read wrongly some historical part of 
the Scriptures, this is no indication 
that the Bible is wrong, and especially 
that it is not a true guardian and 
teacher of faith and morals.” 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH AND THE 
IBLE. 


“Then the Catholic Church upholds 
the Bible in its entirety, does it not?’ 

“The. Catholic Church has absolute 
confidence in Christ and the Bible, and 
it not only fearlessly challenges all 
discoveries, but it aids in them to the 
best of its ability, sure that one truth 
will never contradict another; that sci- 
ence will never contradict faith; that 
nature will never contradict revelation. 

e are not afraid of the _ sciences. 
Take the Catholic University at Wash- 
ington. I don’t think you will find any 
more advanced thinkers anywhere than 
we have there. Everything upon earth 
is discussed there. Science at best is 
limited in its information; it presup- 
poses and points out the beyond which 
itself cannot attain, and it is far from 
the beyond that faith comes.

I am 
Sure there is ‘none who understands 
better the American people and loves 
and blesses the liberty which we have 
here. He has a strong admiration for 
a republican form of government, and 
& very deep interest in our future as a 
nation. The Pope is thoroughly in 
touch with the times ‘and with the age 
of today. He believes in democracy as 
allied. to good government, and is for 
everything that is good, true and beau- 

tiful in modern progress.”

CHEERING REPORTS RECEIVED 
FROM ORANGE DISTRICTS. 


age from the Recent Frosts 
Practically Confined to Groves 
in Low Grounds. 


LOSS LESS THAN TEN PER CENT. 


RESULTS OF A CANVASS OF THE 
| WHOLE ORANGE BELT. 


The New Growth in Some Orchards 
Was Touched by the Frost, but 
the Fruit, as a Whole, Es- 
caped Injury. 


W. J. Pollard, manager of the Brad- 
ley Fertilizer Company, says that some 
of the reports of damage by frost to the 
orange groves have been greatly exag- 
merated. W. BE. Lankester, a traveling 
salesman for the company, has just 
returned from a canvass of Redlands, 
Riverside, San LDernardino, Ontario 
and other points in the orange belt. 
He visited a large number of the or- 
ange groves, talked with the orchard- 
ists, and brought back samples of the 
fruit. His investigations showed that 
the damage to the crop has been much 
less than some of the reports would in- 
dicate. In many sections it is esti- 
mated that less than 10 per cent. of 
the oranges suffered from frost. 

Scott Chapmen, an orange-grower 
whose rancho lies between Sunny Slope 
and Santa Anita, says that no damage 
has been done to the groves in the San 
Gabriel Valley. He knows of no fruit 
in his vicinity that has been injured. 
Some of the new growth on orange and 
jemon’ trees was wilted by frost, but 
none of it was killed. He reports that 
the trees were looking very well yester- 
day. 

REDLANDS AND HIGHLAND DIS- 
TRICTS., 

REDLANDS, Dec. 25.—A_ thorough 
eanvass of the orange groves in the 
Redlands and Highland districts has 
just been completed by a Times rep- 
resentative. ~The conclusions reached 
are based upon personal observation 
of the fruit and the trees, and upon 
systematic inquiries among the or- 
chardisis. The investigation shows 


- that the damage has been greatly ex- 


aggerated, and that the crop as a wee 
has not been seriously affected. As 
peatedly stated in The Times, the only 
material damage inflicted by the frost 
was in the groves” situated on low 
ground. 

The Redlands district, as a whole, 
was found to have suffered but 
slightly. At Mound City the frosts in- 
flicted no damage. Old San. Bernar- 
dino, with the exception of a small 
acreage on the north side, also escaped 
‘uninjured. The Barton tract is in as 
good condition as before the frusts, 
with the exception of a small acreage 
lying in low ground. Gladysta has 
wholly escaped. At Lugonia there is 


a@h uncertain percentage of fruit which 


Was damaged, but it would seem that 
76 per cent. of the crop in this section 
is in first-class condition. Generally 
speaking, those groves fared bes. 
which lie furthest from the river. At 
Mentone no damage was done. Craf- 
ton has a small percentage of damaged 
’ fruit near the reservoir, and two or 
- three orchards in depressions in other 

parts of the town show the effects of 
'“the frost. It seems certain, however, 


that from 80 to 90 per cent. of the fruit. 


in Crafton is gilt-edged. 

Redlands proper has very few  or- 
~ chards which can possibly prove to be 

*. dnjured, and on Redlands Heights there 

is practically no evidence that there 


has been frost, even the tender growth. 
the trees being untouched.’ 


In the Redlands district, as a whole, 
including therein all the places above 
mentioned, the investigation shows that 
the damaged fruit will probably 
amount to between 5 and 10 per cent. 
of the crop. No one who has carefully 
studied the field places the estimate of 
loss higher than 10 per cent. 

As to the Highland district, generally 
speaking, all the groves lying above the 
Sante Fé Railroad are perfectly sound. 
Some of the groves lying below the 
railroad bear evidence of being dam- 
aged, to what extent is still unknown, 
and it is noticeable that the damage 
increases as the river is approached. 
This applies to both Highland and Easi 

- Highland; while West Highland is 
slightly more affected. The percentage 
of injured fruit in the entire Highland 
district, in the opinion of many experts 
who have’ examined the groves, will be 
from 10 to 15 per cent.” 


RIVERSIDE. 
RIVERSIDE, Dec. 25.—An examina- 


tion of the orange groves of Riverside 
shows that many of them escaped 


"cea uninjured from the recent 
is. 


ros 

Briefly summed up, the damage on 
Brockton and Palm avenues, Arlington 
Heights, east of Victoria avenue, and 
at Highgrove, is very slight. The old- 
est orchards in the county border the 
@venues named, and experience -has 
* “proved that they are located in favored 
spots. Arlington Heights, east of Vic- 
toria avenue, is seldom affected by 
frost on account of the elevation, and 
the same applies to the orchards about 
Highgrove. Some of the trees in the 
last-named locality show signs of frost, 
their tops being whitened, but such ef- 
’ fect is shown almost invariably in or- 
chards that have not been properly ir- 


PASADENA 


PASADENA, Dec. 25.— A careful in- 
vestigation of the orange crop in the 
Pasadena district, pounded on the east 
.. by Lamanda Park, south by South Pas- 
-stadena, west by the Arroyo Seco, and 
morth by the mountains, fails to reveal 
that any grower has suffered a particle 
of damage, and as near as can be as- 
certained po oranges have been actu- 
. Ally frozen in this-entire district. 
M. H. Weight, manager of the Fruit- 
>». Growers’ Association, which comprises 
__ most of the growers of oranges in this 
»- district, and certainly al] who raise or- 
anges for shipping, has taken extra 
precautions to find out from individual 
* growers, as he has seen them since the 
cold snap, the effects of the frast, and 
he has yet to find the first man who 
can say his oranges were frozen. Mr. 
Weight says that in the twenty years 
he has lived in Pasadena, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if any oranges have 
been frozen in this district. He con- 
siders the recent cold wave as severe 
as any that has ever been experienced 
“in the Pasadena district, and yet no 
* authentic accounts have been received 
of a temperature lower than 28 deg. 
-' Secretary Jones of the Fruit-Growers’ 
Association also states that not a sin- 
gie grower has notified him of damage 
to his oranges. 

A conservative estimate of the or- 
anges to be shipped from the Pasadena 
district this year is from 100 to 125 car- 


loads, and in all probability nearer the 


“Jatter than the former figure. Several 
growers state that their fruit is of 
an excellent quality and plenty of it. 
The local association comprises nearly 


San Gabriel Valley, and so far as is 
possible at this early day, has secured 
accurate information of the condition 
of orchards. 

A thorough inspection, during which 
many oranges were tested, reveals the- 
following facts: Duarte has not a 
frosted oranges to be fuund. The great 
bulk of oramges at Lower Duarte are 
unaffected. Monrovia has not a frosted 
orange. Azusa and Covina have as 
sound fruit as before the _ frosts, 
throughout the whole extent of the 
section, with the possilie exception of 
along two narrow channels between 
the places, where there are spots re- 
vealing signs of some damege, possibly 
reaching 1 per cent. of the acreage of 
the two places. At Irvingdale there is 
an umcertain percentage of damage, 
though it is believed that the- great 
bulk of the fruit is without serious in- 
jury. 

Sierra Madre has ascaped injury 
from the frost, as far as can be learned, 
in any degree. 

POMONA VALLEY. 

POMONA, Dec. 25.—Buyers of or- 
anges and the representatives of the 
exchange at Pomona are agreed that 
the percentage of damaged fruit is 
very light. Between Pomona and On- 
tario are two washes down which cur- 
rents of cold air came, but barring 
those and the low lands south of town 
where there are but few groves, no 
damage was done, and a large portion 
of the lower land was not affected seri- 
ously, though in that section it is im- 
possible to segregate that which has 
suffered from that which has not by 
any geographical line. North of Holt 
avenue, where probably 95 per cent. of 
the oranges and lemons are grown, 
there is a practically solid body of un- 
injured fruit extemding clear to the 
foothills. The extent of the damage 
here is variously estimated at from 
nothing up to 10 per cent: 

Lordsburg and San Diemas have es- 
caped without damage from the several 
frosts. 

Glendora is practically uneffected by 
the frost, though it is possible that a 
very small quantity of fruit in the 
track of a couple of washes has been 
frosted. 

North Pomona orchards are practi- 
cally unaffected by the frost. 

Claremont has escaped any injury. 

Rialto, which has’ several hundred 
acres of young trees, seems to have 
escaped without any injury. 

Cucamonga is practically, if not 
wholly, exempt from damage to either 
oranges or lemons. 


careful investigation of the whole area 
of the orange territory estimate that 
the damage will not exceed 1 or 2 per 
cent. of the total yield, the damaged 
fruit being limited to one or two small 
depressions in’ the general contour of 
the district. 


ORANGE COUNTY. . 
SANTA ANA, Dec. 25.—That little or 
*no damege has resulted to the orange 
crop in this county from the recent 


frosts is the unanimous verdict of those 
engaged in the business. Tustin, Or- 


and Anaheim have been heard from, 
and while each of these orange-growing 
belts has experienced cold weather and 
some frost, no instance is reported of 
fruit being rendered unfit for market 
by the cold. At no time during the re- 
cent cold snap has the thermometer 
dropped below 27 deg. This low tem- 
perature has occasionally been reached 
between the hours of 5 and 7 o’clock in 
the morning, but never earlier. Had 
this temperature been reached at mid- 
night and continued thus low tjll sun- 
rise the effect would doubtless have 
been disastrous. In this connection it 
may be interesting to note some experi- 
ments made in two orange orchards 
near Tustin. In one belonging to Dr. 
M. S. Jones the ground was prepared 
for irrigating and thoroughly soaked. 
‘@his was during the coldest night of 
the late freeze. Between the hours of 
6 and 7 a.m. a thermometer on one of 
the trees registered 30 deg., while a 
thermometer in an adjoining orchard,: 
which was not irrigated, owned by Dr. 
Wall, registered 27 deg. Dr. Wall’s 
thermometer was removed to the other 
orchard and placed beside the other 
register. It Immediately rose 3 deg., 
demonstrating to a certainty the value 
of irrigation as a frost-killer. 
SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 25.—The recent 
“cold snap has demonstrated the fact 
that there fs a citrus fruit belt in San 
Diego county, extending along the 
coast and about twelve miles in width. 
In this district an investigation as to 
conditions shows that the orange and 
lemon-growers at Chula Vista, Na- 
tional] City, Sweetwater, Pacific 
Beach and country tributary, adjacent 
to either the bay or ocean, as well as 
La Mesa, Lemon Grove and other local- 
ities on the Mesas back of San Diego 
suffered no material damage from the 
frosts. 

As far back as Santee, El] Cajon and 
Lakeside, where advantage was taken 
of the Weather Bureau warnings and 
liberal. smudging was employed, the 
toss in the citrus-fruit orchard was 
neminal. 

The lowest unofficial temperature re- 
ported in the bay region was 32 deg. at 
Chula Vista on the morning of Decem- 
ber 22. At El Cajon unofficial ther- 
mometers on this same date registered 
26 deg. in the orchards and 23 outside. 
At the same time here in San Diego 
the Weather Bureau instruments re- 
corded 36.3 deg. This was at 7 o’clock 
a.m., ie gurl 22. On December 21 
the record of the Weather Bureau was

VENTURA COUNTY. 

VENTURA, Dec. 24.—N. W. Blanch- 
ard of Santa Paula, who bas the larg- 
est orange and lemon orcisard in the 
county, ‘thinks there is no dmage done 
in the vicinity of Santa Paula. He 
states that Sunday was the coldest 
day. In the coldest section of the or- 


fange grove the. thermometer regis- 


tered 26 degrees At his residence, 
which is located on higher ground the 
mercury registered 31 degrees. The 
tender growth on several trees in de- 
pressions was injured by the frost. 
Whether or not the orchards in the vi- 
cinity of Bardsdale Fillmory and Ca- 
mulos suffered or not is hard to deter- 
mine. The growers claim their fruit is 
perfectly sound. 

At Nordhoff the thermometer regis- 
tered on Monday morning at 7 o’clock, 
16 deg.; on Tuesday morning at the 
fame hour, 17 deg. Thursday the mer- 
cury registered 26 deg. The town of 
Nordhoff is lower than whiat is known 
as the citrus belt of the Ojai Valley. 
In this citrus belt the mercury ranged 
from 26 to 28 deg, butt the cold lasted 
only a short time. The trees in all de- 
pressions of the Ojai Valley have suf- 
fered. A prominent Ojai Valley orange 
grower stated today that slight dam- 
age was done by ‘this cold snap, but its 
extent cannot be definitely ascertained 


as yet. Judging from interviews had 
with the prominent orange-growers of 
Sanita Paula, Ojei and the Matilija and 
other relfable reports of the situation, 
the damage to the oranges is generally 
limited to low lands. The total product 
of sound oranges is conservatively es- 
timated at 200 carloads, 
SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 

SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 25.—No 
damage of any consequence has been 
sustained by the citrus orchards in this 
vicinity from th recent low tempera- 
ture. Reports have come in all the way 
from Carpinteria to Ellwood. From the 
northwestern points of Ellwood, La Pa- 
tera and Goleta, it is reported that only 
in low, wet places was there any in- 
jury. An acre and a half of lemons on 
the Phillip Rice rancho was hurt. 
were planted contrary to the advice of 
horticulturists upon ground where the 
water is knowr to be but a few feet 
below the surface. In the Cathedral 
Oaks district no damage has been done 
at all, the ground being higher. Car- 
pinteria and El Montecito valleys to 
the southelast, which contains immense 
lemon and orange orchards, report no 
damage whatever, being high and dry. 
A distance of fourten miles up the 
coast and ten miles down, between the 
mountains and the sea, a section in 
which the citrus orchards are almost 
continuous, is covered by this report.

EXPLORER JACKSON'S PLANS. 

As soon as Jackson, the explorer, 
tompletes the work connected with 
his Franz Joseph Land expedition, he 
will start for the North Pole. He in- 
formed a representative of the Asso- 
tiated Press that his original plans 
were identical with those of Lieut. 
Peary, but that he intended to take 
the most easterly of the inland routes, 
instead of the west. "But since he 
heard the Peary lectures, Jackson has 
changed his plans, considering that 
the American has prior claims. Jack- 
s0n now proposes to proceed via Davis 
Straits and Baffin’s Bay up the west 
toast of Elsmere Land and Grinnell 
Land, and thence across to the 
furthest point reached by Aldrich in 
1876, thence he will rush north. mak- 
ing in the direction of any land visi- 
dle from the coast. The date of his 
départure is unsettled. Jackson will 
have only one companion outside of 
his crew. Talking over his plans he 
said: “I hope to push my ship con- 
siderably beyond Coburg Island af the 
entrance to Jones’s Sound, and then 
proceed north with sledges, dogs and 
ponies and with one companion. I 
expect to be absent two years.”

Silsbee in preference to other candidates; and, 
whereas, in accordance with such authority, 
on December 9, 1897, a tclegram was sent to

In the old days, he 
averred, it was not so, but money was 
destroying eur old pride, our old 
chivalry: When a oman in the “best 
seclét'y’’ committed @ dishonorable act, 
indeed, a crime, that society banded it- 
self together to screen him, insteaad 
of hanging him to a tree and casting 
his body into the ditch. Lord Charles 
prophesied the ruin of the empire un- 
less the dominicn of money could be 
made to ce2se. The allusion to Lord 
William Neville’s swindling of young 
Clay is not more pointed than his men- 
tion of the Prince of Wales's partiality 
for the rich, and both are bitterly re- 
sented by smart society, but Lord 
Charles is mo respecter of persons in 
such matters, especially as he is in- 
dependent of the patronage of the 
Prince of Wales, or any coterie, how- 
ever smart.

Work at the beet-sugar-factory site is pro- 
gressing rapidly. <A skeleton framework in- 
closes the site of the main building, which 
will be 191 feet long by 121 deep and three 
stories high. “In this inelosure there are [52 
sqtare excavations, each six feet deep, from 
which will be built concrete piers, cach one 
rising three feet above the ground, on Which 
will rest the great superstructure. On ihe 
southwest corner of this building men are 
excavating for the foundation of the bugar 
warehouse, which will be 220 feet by 60 feet. 

The material for the construction ef ihe 
buildings is arriving in large quantities. On 
Wednesday the steamer Coos Bay landed 250 
400-pound barrels of cement, and on Thurs- 
day the steamer Alec Duncan landed 250 bar- 
rels of cement. 

The boarding-house, 60x101 feet, containing 
dining-rooms, sleeping apartments and of- 
fices, will soon be erected. 

A SPURIOUS SPOON. 

Charles G. Boso, the Calabasas achool- 
teacher who represented himself to be Wil- 
liam E. Spoon, whose diploma he stole at 
the Chico Normal School, taught the Ocean 
View School in this county last year.

He taugh in an Oregon Normal School as 
professor of pedagogy, under the name of 
Spoon. He moved from Oregon to San Luis 
Obispo county, thence to Ventura county, and 
thence Angeles county,, where Super- 
intendent Black visited him and captured 
Spoon's diploma.

PRINCE OF MONACO DEMANDS A BIG 
INCREASE IN SUBSIDY, 


Makes a Cold Proposition to Manage- 
ment of the Gambling Resort and 
Shareholders Iasue a Statement— 
Doubt -Whether Exorbitant Terms 
Will Be Accepted—Prince Demands 
Total Increase of £190,000 a Year, 


London, Dec. %.—The alleged attempt of 
the Prince of Monaco to “bleed’”’ the Casino 
company of Monte Carlo has led to the 
publication of a pamphiet by a group of 
shareholders, full of interesting reading. 
While everybody is aware that the Casino 
contributed largely to the Prince’s revenues 
few people knew that besides the subsidy of 
the Prince, the establishment keeps up the 
judges, police, lighting, water, postoftice, 
clergy, and charitable institutions. 

Last season's expenditures of the prin- 
cipality, apart from the maintenance of 
Monte Carlo, which wags £834,000, amounted 
to £130,000, of which sum the Prince had 
£30,000; the courts, police, etc., £20,000; the 
clergy and schools, £9,000; charities, £6,000; 
prizes for sports, £11,000, and the postoffices 
and losses, £2,000. The dividends on shares 
absorbed £57,000, making a total revenue of 
£1,540,000, which the “fools of the world’ 
left at the Monte Carlo gambling tables. 

An interesting item is “press subventions 
—£%,000."" The pamphiet says that it 1s 
absolutely necessary to expend a large sum 
in securing the good will of the Continental 
press, and it is said that over half the 
stories of suicides are only bids upon the 
part of Riviera newspapers for a share of 
the ““*boodle.”’

After the Kansas City trouble with 
union labor the Trades’ Council of this city 
placed a boycott on their meat and local 
dealers were compelled to quit handling 
the Armour goods. 

Armour petitioned the Trades’ Council to 

the boycott, but, as the Kansas City 
trouble had: not been settled, they refused 
to do so. The result was that their busi- 
ness has been ruined. 

Price of Meat Reduced Half. 

Today Armour & Co. opened a retail mar- 
ket and cut the price of meat per cent. 
They opened at 5 o'clock this morning and 
fifty people were waiting at the door to 
take advantage of the cut price. 

Nine meat cutters have been kept busy all 
day, and the crowd has become so large 
that the police are kept busy keeping the 
sidewalk clear. Nearly $2,400 worth of meat 
was sold today. 

The Trades’ Council will fine every dele- 
gate $ who buys meat of the boycotted 
firm and will put the ban of boycott on 
every business man who patronizes it.

PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED 


Missouri Pacifie Flyer Goes Into th 

Ditch Near Atchison, .

Atchison, Kan., Dec. 25.—The Missouri Pa- 
clfic’s through southbound paesenger train, 
known as the Kansas and Nebraska lim- 
ited, went into the ditch between the sta- 
tions of Baker and Willis, Kan., this even- 
ing, but according to the very best infor- 
mation obtainable here nobody was seri- 
ously injured.

ONLY COLLEGE FOR THE DEAF, 


How It Was Started by Amos Kendall 
With Five Pupils. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

At Kendall Green, on the outskirts of 
Washington, stands the only college de- 
voted to the higher education of the deaf. 
It is like seeing into another world to be 
with this little community, with its life of 
sight and motion, the motion replete with 
an unconscious grace. To the deaf the idea 
of sound is as inconceivable as that of 
color to one born blind; it is an unknown 
quantity, inexplicable to a consciousness 
that not receive it. So sensitive, how- 
ever, are the organizations of the deaf, 
that the reverberations of any loud noise 
will cause them to start, and often a child 
that is perfectly deaf will turn when a 
noise is made behind it, quite as a hearing 
child would, which sometimes puzzles the 
onlooker. But those who have seen much 
of the life of the deaf know that, as one 
child once expressed it, simply ‘heard 
through its feet.” 

From the Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb and Blind has grown 
the College for the Deaf. The institution 
was incorporated in 1857, when, on the. 
breaking up of a small school which had 
been started a year preyious, Amos Ken- 
dall became the legal guardian of five or- 
phan deaf mutes who had come from New 
York. He had become very much interest- 
ed in these children and, giving a heuse and 
land near his own home for the purpose, 
Started a school. Several other prominent 
men interested themselves in it, and. Dr. 

ward M. Gallaudet was caiiea from 
diartiord to be its superintendent. The 
pupils came trom the District and also 
from the States of Maryland and Montana, 
where there are no dear mute schools. The 
number increased rapidly. Six years later 
the need of a higher education became so 
pressing that an appeal was made to 
Congress. In 1864 President Lincoln ap- 
proved an act for the incorporation of a 
college, Liberal appropriations subsequent- 
ly enabled the institution, which had start- 
ed with Amos Kendall’s acre and a half 
of ground, to enlarge and improve its sur- 
roundings. 

In 1893 the name of the college, upon the 
petition of the alumni, was changed from 
the National Deaf Mute college to Gallau- 
det college, in honor of Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet, the founder of deaf mute in- 
struction in America. 

it is curious to note that when Dr. Gal- 
laudet became interested in the subject, 
and, wishing to study the different modes 
of instruction, went abroad for the pur- 
English would not permit a visit 

Oo their schools. It was only in France 
that he was able to learn what he wished. 
The times have changed since then. Last 
Pte the English invited his son, now pres- 
dent of the college, to whose disinterested 
efforts and skillful management the insti- 
tute owes its present elevation and prom- 
inence, to-confer with them as to the most 
modern and progressive methods of: deaf 
mute instruction. 

To one interested in the development 
and gradual unfolding of a child’s mind 
the studies of the little ones in the Ken- 
dall school are very instructive. To watch 
the expressive little faces, with their great 
wondering eyes gazing into the faces of 
their teachers. is often very pathetic. Some 
learn .the articulation very quickly and 
they talk among themselves, reading each 
other’s lips with an ease which is remark- 
able. The beginners are taught by means 
of objects. Animals. men, etc., of rubber 
are held: by the teacher (who is also deaf) 
in various positions. and these different 
attitudes are noted by the children, who 
the action implied in writ- 
they spell the words 

language before writ- 
ing or resort to facial ex- 
pression, which is quite as clear as any- 
thing else. One tiny tot, when the rat was 
held up. hefore her. showed, by the mere 
shrug of her little shoulders and her quick 
change of countenance, the ntter abhor- 
rence that the creature. desnite its being 
onlv rubber, awoke in her mind. 

The college is entirely non-sectarian and 
all the services in the chapel. on Sundays, 
ete.. are conducted in the sign language. 

The grounds are beautiful. embracing 
about 100 acres. and form a fitting back- 
ground for buildings that are not without 
merit. There is 2 large evmnasium. chapel 
and laboratory. besides the other buildinzs, 
and the recentlv completed dormitory. de- 
signed by one of the students. Facing the 
buildings. with the arching trees above it, 
so placed that the sunset light makes a 
halo round it. is a hronze statue of Dr. 
Thomas Horkins Gallaudet. teaching the 
first child who learned to spell by means 
of the manual alvhahet. 

There is 2 marhle tablet set in the wall 
of one of the buildings: inscribed with the 
name of a. farmer student. the date of his 
feath and these words: “It takes away 
helf the bitterness of death to have been 
allowed to learn something.”

Canine Patient -Is Exciting Medical

At the smallpox hospital here is a small 
Mexican terrier that is afflicted ~with that 
terrible disease. The animal is just now 
attracting the attention of the medical pro- 
fession in Atlanta, and nundreds of per- 
sons have dared to go to the place in or- 
der to satisfy their curiosity. John Thomas 
is the owner of the dog, and he is also a 
patient at the hospital, but is slowly re- 
covering. 

. Two weeks ago the owner of the dog was 
reported to the health department as hav- 
ing smallpox, and he was at once removed 
to the smallpox hospital, beyond the limits 
of the city. Three days later a neighbor of 
Thomas noticed his little dog in the yard 
in the rear of the house. Knowing that 
Thomas had been taken to the hospital 
and his family to the detention house, the 
neighbor went over to feed the dog, and 
found the canine covered with an eruption. 

The dog, having no hair and skin not 
unlike that of the negro race, showed plain- 
ly the outbreak of smalipox. Its body was 
completely covered, and it showed unmis- 
takably that ithad fallen a victim to the 
disease that had stricken !ts master. ‘The 
animal was then ill, and but for the small- 

x eruptions appeared to have distemper. 

he dog grew worse, and on the next day 
the eruptions were more decidedly devel- 
oped, and its condition tvta without doubt 
that it had confluent smallpox. 

The matter was report to the health 
board. Thomas heard of it, and begged that 
the dog’s life be spared. He pleaded so 
earnestly for the life of his pet that the 
authorities decided to have it removed to 
the smallpox hospital. An attendant from 
the hospital was sent for 1t, and the little 
dog, comfortably wrap in a warm 
blanket, was put in a basket and taken 
out for treatment. 4 ,

the hospital, and unless it encounters some 
unlooked for difficulty will recover.

BIG FORTUNES LOST BY: GAMBLERS. 


Millions That Change Hands on the 
Turn of a Card, 


From Tit-Bits, 

Benson, the jubilee plunger, thought it 
worth while to write or have written for 
him a book telling how, in 1887, he spent 
and gambled ‘away a fortune of £250,000. 
Yet Benson’s was by no means a record; 
indeed, if a list of the biggest losses in a 
single year by gamblers -were compiled it 
would be found that Benson would not be 
in the first hundred, ; 

The famous Lady Castlemaine was one of 
the most notorious gamblers of her day. 
Pepys, in his amusing diary, tells us that 
in a single night her losses amounted to 


over £25,000, and that, too, in a time, be it 
remembered, when money had two or three 
times its present purchasing power. 

Nell Gwynne, actress and court favorite, 
beggared herself times over and over again 
at the gaming table. Heer contemporary, 
the Duchess of Mazarin, niece of the 
famous cardinal of that name, raised in 
many ways large sums of money, always 
to lose them in the card room. 

Charles James Fox, as well as bei a 

eat statesman, was a notorious gambler. 

e lost enormous sums, ana managed to 
get through several fortunes. His own es- 
tate and fortune ed out of his hands 
very early, and then Lord Holland paid 
for him £140,000 to rid him or his debts. 

Fortunes that came to him afterward by 
marriage were simfiarly gambled away in 
the gambling clubs of St. James and Pall 
Mall. Fox always took his beati like a 
man; he was the coolest gambler of a gam. 
bling age, and watched the turn-up of a 
card of which thousands depended with an 
apparent stoic indifference. 

he club at the end of tie last century 
were hot beds of r 
dale lost £11,000 at one sitting at Almack’g 
one night, and was rising to go when the 
winner offered to throw him the dice for 
double or quits; Lord Stavordale did so and 


won. 

At the Cocoa Tree, a famous club in its 
day, there was in 1870 one famous evening, 
of which the records are still preserved, 
when a sum of £180,000 depended on a sin- 
gle hazard. 

As an instance of the enormous sums 
lost even early in this century, it may 
stated that the club known at Crickford’s 
was started in 1827 by a fishmonger of that 
name; by keeping’ a rd pank he retired 
in 1840, twice over a millionaire.

Missouri’s Insurance Commissioner 
Instructs Public Prosecutors All 
Over the State With This 
End in View. 


Special to the Kansas City Times. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Dec. 2%5.—State Super- 
intendent of Insurance Ed T. Orear today 
sent to the prosecuting attorneys of the sev- 
eral counties the following circular letter: 

‘My Dear Sir: I have the honor to in- 
close herewith a list of societies or associ- 
&tions licensed by certificate of authirity 
from this department to do buisness in the 
State of Missouri as fraternal beneficiary 
associations, under the provisions of sec- 
tion 6 of an act entitled ‘An act defining 
and regulating fraternal beneficiary socie- 
ties, orders or associations, providing pen- 
alties for violation thereof,’ etc., approved 
March 16, 1897. 

‘“‘A number of organizations*have heen 
attempting to do business in the State with- 
out having complied with the provisions of 
this law, and, therefore, without a cer- 
tificate of authority from the State insur- 
ance department. All fraternal associa- 
tions are required to have license from this- 
department before attempting to do busi- 
ness inathis State, and each ‘organizer’ or 
og agent of these associations is required 

this department to have in his posses- 
sion a certified copy of the certificate of 
authority issued to the association he rep- 
resents and under the seal of this depart- 
ment. 
et to call your attention to section 
in the enforcement of this law by prose- 
euting any and all ‘organizers’ or repre- 
sentatives of unlicen associations that 
may be attempting to do business in your 


‘I shall be pleased to have you communi- 
cate to the department any information 
that may come to your notice, at any time, 
touching the violations of the insurance 
laws o issouri, and shall be thankful 
to you for any assistance you can give the 
department in its efforts to enforce the law 
and protect the citizens of the State against 
and irresponsible associa- 

ons.”’ 

Mr. Orear sends to the prosecuting at- 
torneys a list of sixty-three associations 
which have licenses.

None but peers in England are entitled by 
usage to sign themselves with a single 
mame.

PUNISHMENT AND REFORM. 
Superintendent Case of the Hutchinson 
Reform schools says, in allusion to a re- 
cent editorial in The Times on the sub- 
ject of “Punishment Without Reform:” 
“Allow tme to suggest a few thoughts 


‘| about reform without punishment, While 


you treat the former subject ably from 
the standpoint taken, why not consider the 
latter view?” Mr. Case calls attention to 
the fact that it is the endeavor of the re¢ 
form schools to supply te very educa- 
tional and refining influence that is lack- 
ing in our treatment of criminals. 

The Times did not overlook this fact. 
Its point, which Mr, Case admits to be 
will taken, was that in sending men and 
boys to the penitentiary the State at pres- 
ent simply punishes them without reform- 
ing them; that our existing system does 
not abolish crime, but on the contrary 
turns first offenders into professional crim- 
inals. 
Evidently the failure to isolate the not 
yet hardened law-breakers from the cor- 
rupting influence of chronic rogues is not 
atoned for by pracijping a more sensible 
policy elsewhere. Obviousry the lack of 
reforming influences in the penitentiary 
can not be wholly compensated by the en- 
deavor to supply this factor in the reform 
schools. Unquestionably the existence of 
reform schools is itself an argument for 
the extension of the same principles to the 

Mr. Case suggests that proper disposition 
is not always made of offenders. ‘“Sonie- 
times parties are sent to tne penitentiary 
for slight offenses, and sent to the reform- 
atories for manslaughter.” This is prob- 
ably true. Yet it does not excuse the State 
for permitting such a mistaxe to have such 
awful consequences as the ruining of a 
human fife. The penitentiaries should be 
reform schools for adults. Experience 
shows that in no other way than through 
educational reform can crime be success- 
fully combated. 

There is yet another mistake society is 


| making, and that is acting on the theory 


that punishment is more effective than 
ndness. No strong man, no boy of spirit, 
can be conquered by harshness, It may 
break him or ruin him, but it will not re- 
form him. Kindness, however firm, can fre- 
quently subdue even a hardened criminal. 

Few men are utterly lacxing in power of 
affection; few are totally insensible to the 
craving for kind treatment. Yet the life 

of a convict in this Christian, civilized age 
is as barren of systematic kindness and 
education as his future is bereft of hope. 
Despite an occasional outburst of senti- 
mentality: for a murderer, we are almost 
as cruelly careless of transgressors as in. 
the days before the Christ we profess to 
foNow gave his life for a race of crim-

New diseases for 1898 are announced, and

The business man who thinks too 
much of escaping a transfer of microbes 
from his customers to himself will undergo 
a loss of trade. The politician who rejects 
the proffered hand of his constituents will 
suffer a fatal wasting away of popularity. 
As these things are all worse than mi- 
crobes, there is nothing for it but to take 
the chances of contagion and try to effect 
a cure in time. The only safe way is to 
go to a microbe specialist and pay him 
several hundred dollars for picking the mi- 
croscopic pest out of one’s system, or, 
which comes to the same thing, out of one’s 
imagination, 


OUR PENSION SYSTEM. 

In another column of this issue The 
Times reproduces an elaborate article re- 
cently published by the New York Sun ex- 
posing the frauds which have been~perpe- 
trated under ofr pensidn system. The arti- 
cle is one which has already attracted wide- 
spread attention, and which should be stud- 
ied by the people calmly and dispassion- 
ately. With the pension system legislators 
must continually deal. The gratitude of 
this nation for the men who preserved it is 
expressed in the willingness to provide for 
those who shed their blood in its defense. 
Whatever burden this may impose should 
be cheerfully borne. The only fear which 
can be entertained is that the frauds per-— 
petrated by those who skulked when brave | 
men went to the front will result in a 
popular uprising which will do incalculable 
harm to the patriotic. 

The issues involved can be readily under- 
stood. There are pensioners in every com- 
munity. It should be the aim of those who 
are really entitled to the reward to see 
that the impostors are not permitted to im- 
pose upon a generous people. The question 
is one of more importance for the future 
than for the present. The latter half of 
the nineteenth century has witnessed a re- 
vival of interest in our revolutionary heroes, 
In the many patriotic societies which have 
been organized a revolutionary pension en- 
rollment is accepted as evidence that the 
forefathers of the members served in the 
Revolutionary armies.

PASSENGERS ON FREIGHT TRAINS. 

It seems to be the intention of the rail- 
roads to carry out after next week the 
plan to exclude passengers from freight 
trains. If rigidly adhered to the new order 
} Will cause a great deal of injury. In towns 
which have now only one train service a 
day it will be a serious impairment of the 
meéans of communication. People who have 
business in adjacent places will suffer pro- 
portionately as a metropotis would if half 
its trains were abolished. 

The trade will also be handicapped if the 
traveling..men can not use the 
traing and thus de business at 


towns tn one day. Returns would not 
justify the devotion of a whole day to each 
small town. Before that the wholesale 
houses would have to abandon efforts to go 
te the country merchanta. They would 
lose trade to Eastern houses. Their forces 
would be reduced and @en thrown out of 
employment. The tons ‘would lose the 
custom of traveling men, and their pres- 
ent advantages in selecting goods. Bvery- 
body would be injured, even the railroads 
themselves, ~ 

Why should this step be taken? The 
only reason so far advanced is that stop- 
ping for passengers requires time and oc- 
casionally even delays a passenger train 
which is waiting for the right of way. This 
latter point does not seem well taken, for 
it is not strictly necessary tnat the freight 
train should always stop its caboose ex- 
actly in front of the station door. It could 
if necessary land the passenger somewhere 
in the town to which he Is destined. 

As to the matter of inadvisable stops, -it 
is well known that local freight trains are 
expected to stop at every considerable 
town. That is the duty of a common car- 
rier. And, im respect of other freights, the 
example of the Chicago Great Western 
could be followed. That rauroad is said to 
have for some time required that tickets 
good on a freight train should only be sold 
after the train is in the station and the 
agent has ascertained that it will stop at 
the would-be passenger's destination, 

Some such practicable plan could surely 
be devised in order to avoid the general 
loss consequent upon a complete exclusion 
of passengers from freight trains. This 
would seem to be required by good policy, 
as well as the responeibilities of the. rail- 
roads as quasi-public highways. 


THE EFFECTIVE USE OF ENGLISH. 

In the last few years there has been a 
gradual awakening to the fact that with 
all their improvement our colleges and 
schools have not accomplHshed enough in 
the way of teaching their scholars the prop- 
er and effective use of their native 
tongue, Learning and intellectual power 
may both exist without the ability to ex- 
press thought in strong, graceful and gram- 


matical language, yet this ability is at once 


the surest evidence of education and the 
most useful accomplishment that can - 
taught in the schools. ‘ 

Taking into consideration the vast amount 
of talking and writing required by mod- 
ern life, it is strange that a people so 
shrewd as the Americans should not have 
discovered long ago the desirability of talk- 
ing and writing well. Yet it is unfortun- 


ately true that we, with the finest lan- 


guage in existence and the greatest apti- 
tude for doing things better than other 
nations, handle our language with less skill 
and more carelessness than any other civi- 
lized people. 

In America it is comparatively rare to 
hear people talk correctly, because even 
when they know what is right they dread 
to incur the suspicion of pedantry. Men, 
too, whose offhand conversation sparkles 
with wit and convinces with its strong” 
common sense, are from want of practice 
utterly unable to make a creditable public 
speech. And of the millions few can write 
letters or articles which shall do justice 
to their sense and sensibilities. As a rule, 
the American séeking to give formal ex- 
pression to his thoughts finds the language 
in the use of which he should be proficient 
@& most unwieldy tool. 

This condition is assuredly due to no in- 
capacity for art, since of all people the 
Americans have shown the finest power 
of succeeding in whatever they undertake. 
And our inability in general to use our 
language creditably is undoubtedly caused 
by our fatlure to try. Our schools have not 
in the past endeavored to make their schol- 
ars masters of their language. Where they 
did teach English, they labored to develop 
the appreciative rather than the creative 
faculty. Even now, though awakening, 
they are not giving the study of English 
composition the attention it deserves.

punched fn the smaller coins, unless it is 
to make babies’ playthings by tying strings 
through them, Many dollars and halves are 
mutilated in the west by being used as tar- 
gets and dented with bullets. I can’t con- 
ceived what motive would prompt a man 
to punch a hole in a dollar or even a half, 
except in some unusual instance where the 
coin was to be kept as a momento. Gold 
pieces are frequently punched because they 
are used a great deal for bangles and other 
ornaments. When gold dollars used to be 
in general circulation more than a third of 
them had holes in them. These more val- 
uable coins are subjected to all sorts of 
operations by thieves, who profit by punch- 
ing them and then plugging the hole, or 
splitting the coin and after removing a 
quantity of the inside, filling the space with 
baser metal. I have heard, too, of people 
placing a large number of gold coins in 
a bag and shaking them about until quan- 
tities of the metal were scraped off.’’ 


“While you've got the fit on you tell us 
about bills,” suggested the owner of the 
plugged nickel, 

“Great scott!’ I'm tired of talking about 
mutilated bills. About six people a day 
come in here with all sorts of fragments, 
scraps and pieces, trying to get the value 
of a good bill for them: In the first place, 
it is utterly impossible to get anything for 
a fragment of a bill that hasn’t got on it 
the denomination and at least one of the 
signatures of the men who sign them. e 
rule for redeeming bills is that there shall 
be three-fifths of it to show what it 
iganally was. When we get wads of bills 
that have by some accident been partly 
charred by fire, water, soaked or damaged 
in any way so they can not be seperated, 
we send them to the Treasury department, 
where they have a contrivance of some sort 
that gets them apart intact, unless they are 
very far gone, indeed. 

“All sorts of attempts to defraud us are 
made with pieces of bills, but so long as we 
hold to the three-fifths rule there is not 
much danger.

B. M. Mutersbaugh, traveling salesman 
for the Gerts-Lumbard company, manu- 
facturers of brushes, Chicago, and H. A. 
Bird, a traveling man, formeriy connected 
with the circulation department of the Kan- 
sas City Journal, were arrested yesterday 
noon by Deputy County Marshals Cassimer 
Welch and Hughes Chiles on capiases issued 
by the July grand jury, by which they 
were indicted for infringing upon the copy- 
righted label of a proprietary medicine, and 
selling a spurious imitation of the genuine 
remedy. They were found at their homes, 
the former at 3111 Forest avenue and the 
latter at 84 East Eleventh street, in the 
midst of the Christmas festivities arranged 
for their families.

The Muir Glacier Is the Most Wonder-. 
ful in the World. 
From Godey’s Magazine for January. 

Here is the famous Muir glacier, and the 
passengers are landed in small boats and 
allowed to climb about the ice cliffs or 
wander over the moraine and gather the 
dainty wild flowers that grow in profusion 
almost to the very brink of the glacier. 

The frént of this glacier, shaped into 
forms of beauty by the Omniscient Archi-

The top of the glacier presents an irreg- 
ular, billowy surface as far as the eye can 
reach, broken here and there by deep clefts 
or crevasses that “look as if broken by 
bolts of thunder riven and driven by tur- 
bulent time.”’ One glance into these terri- 
ble chasms, and the thought of the horrible 
fate attending an unwary step chills the 
heart and tightens the grasp on the alpen- 
stock as one moves over the slippery sur- 
face.

AESTHETIC VEGETARIANS, 


The Rigor of the Code Forbids the Use 
of Fur or Feathers, 

}From the London Chronicle 

‘Most people probably imagine that vege- 
tarianism is principally concerned with 
what we should eat and what we should 
drink, but this is to take a very low view of 
the question. The aesthetic side of vege- 
tarianism formed the subject of an interest- 
ing address given yesterday afternoon by 
Mrs. McDonall at a meeting held at the 
Pioneer club by invitation of Miss Camp- 
bell-Lang, under the auspices of the Wom- 
en’s Vegetarian union. It was not enough 
to take up vegetarianism, she remarked, 
because it prevented indigestion, or because 
it was easy, or because it was economical. 
Those reasons were all good in their way, 
but it was only when vegetarianism entered 
on the mental plane and became the one 
great idea for which everything else was to 
be sacrificed that the cause would advance. 
Those who had attained this.mental plane 
had a certain-mnity in their existence. ere 
was nothing» more painful than to live 
against one’s better judgment, and this was 
too common at the present day. en the 
aesthetic side of vegetarianism was sped 
all the other-sides—the medical, physical, 
and moral—grouped themselves around it. 
Mrs. McDonall. then went on to describe 
the home of a vegetarian who had not yet 
attained to the aesthetic plane, and pointed 
out how the want of unity would be shown 
in the books and pictures, in the skins 
of animals which adorned the floor, and in 
the wearing of furs and feathers. These 
were all obstacles to a woman who was 
aiming at the aesthetic side of vegetarian- 
ism. If they wanted to make their life uni- 
fied they must give up these luxuries and 
these fashions, and everything that militat- 
ed against the one great idea, for it was 
only in that way that the true aestheticism 
of vegetarianism could be attained. It was 
only when human beings recognized their 
brotherhood with all the animal! world that 
the true idea of humanity and vegetarian- 
ism would ever be reached. That was the 
only standpoint that would enable them to 
go forward. The true world around them 
was spiritual, and there was no livi 
creature that did not deserve respect an 
sympathy. When they had recognized these 
things and that men were as kings, re- 
sponsible whether*the werld went higher or 
lower, and had ratsed themselves to that 
higher plane, thenytheyr could raise others.

From the LondonmeTelegraph, 
A soft clay is itivariably cool smoking, 
because the acrid-oils.ebtained on the de- 
structive distillatiof ofthe tobacco are ab- 
sorbed instead of wollecting in a little pool, 
which must, eventually; either by the vola- 
tilization or by «mechanical conveyance; 
reach the mouth. An eld wooden pipe or 
‘brier, so dear todnvéterate smokers, be- 
comes dear to inv@terate smokers, bécomes 
“smooth smoking™ be@ause the pores of 
the wood widen und so absorb, as is the 
case with clay and meerschaum, a large 
proportion of the tobacco oils. A hook- 
shaped pipe must be better than a pipe the 
bow! of which is cn the same level as the 
mouth, for the simple reason that in the 
former a considerable quantity of the oil 
is kept back in the U-shaped part of the 
pipe, while in the latter the oil travels easi+ 
ly down the stem. Ebonite stems are in 
general objectionable. because they com- 
monly spoil the true flavor of the tobacco 
smoke. fe know instances where ebonite 
stems have produced distinctly objection- 
able symptoms in the throat. ne or real 
amber makes a much more satisfactory 
stem, or the pipe should be of w 
throughout. Amber substitutes, and es- 
pecially celluloid, should be discarded en- 
tirely as dangerous... Pipes of special con- 
struction can not be regarded with much 
favor, such as those which are said to be 
hygienic, and usually contain a. so-called 
nicotine smokers who re-

2 Inventors of typewriters have been en- 


gaged for many years, in fact ever since 
the first practical writing machine was 
perfected, in am endeavor to produce a 
machine which could ‘be used in writing on 
the pages of a ledger, journal, or other 
book or document which can not be placed 
in the ordinary typewriter. It is announced 
that success in this regard has been at 
last attained, and that a machine which 
meets all the requirements for book work, 
and in addition does the work of the ordis 
nary machine, hag been plaged upon the 
market. 

The book typewriter employs the shift 
key, and has a keyboard very much like 
that of the standard machines. The 
machine proper is bolted to the table on 
which it rests, and, when it is manipulated, 
the body of the machine moves along over 
the page. The book is placed in a frame 
and the types are struck downward upon 
it, making the impression through a ribbon. 
A lever may be pressed which exposes the 
writing to the eye of the operator. 

In placing the pober in the machine, it 
is necessary to lift the entire body of the 
machine, but it is so well balanced that it 
lifts little, if any, heavier than the car- 
riages of some other typewriters. The 
touch of the machine is pleasant and the 
line spacing is very simpte, and, when. the 
line is spaced, the entire body of the in- 
strument is moved downward on the page.

Vitality of the “Life Plant.” 
From Tit-Bits. 
There is a creeping moss found in the 
islands of Jamaica, Barbados and other 
parts of the West Indies, known as the 
“life plant.” Its power of vitality is be- 
yond that of any other member of the 
vegetable kingdom. It is absolutely inde- 
structible by any means except immersion 
in boiling water or the application of a 
red-hot iron. It may be cut up and divided 
in any manner, and the smallest shreds 
will throw out roots, grow and form buds. 
The leaves of this extraordinary plant have 
been suspended in the air: of a dry room; 
have been placed in a close, air-tight Sor, 
without moisture of any sort, and stil 
they grow. Even when pressed and packed 
away in a botanist’s herbarium it has been 
known to grow. Evergreen leaves some- 
times remain on the tree for several years; 
for instance, in the Scotch pine, three or 
four years; the spruce and silver fir, six or 
seven years; the yew, eight; Abies p po, 
sixteen or seventeen.

baser metal. I have heard, too, of people 
placing a large number of gold coins in 
a bag and sha ‘ing them about until quan- 
tities of the metal were scraped off.”’

“Great scott!’ I’m tired of talking about 
mutilated bills. About six péople a day 
come jin here with all sorts of fragments, 
scraps and pieces, trying to ob the value 
of a good bill for them: In the first place, 
it is utterly impossible to get Tefen gy for 
a fragment of a bill that hasn't got on it 
the denomination and at least one of "the 
signatures of the men who sign them. The 
rule for redeeming bills is that there shall 
be three-fifths of it to show what it or- 


iganally was. When we get wads of bills 
that have by some accident been partly 
charred by fire, water, soaked or damaged 


in any way so they can not be seperated, 
we send them to the Treasury department, 
where they have a contrivance of some sort 
that gets them apart intact, unless they are 
very far gone, indeed. 

“All sorts of attempts to defraud us are 
made with pieces of bills, but so long as we 
hold to the three-fifths rule there is not 
much danger. I remember reading once, 
though, of some girl in the Treasury de- 
partment, who robbed the government for 
years by tearing fragments from bills in 
such a manner as not to injure their value, 
and then constructing a good bill from the 
pieces she collected. I’ve even heard of a 
clerk who could tear enough from five bills

INFRINGED A TRADE MARK 


TWO YOUNG MEN ARE IN TROUBLE, 


Sold an Imitation of a Patent Medi- 
cine—Claim They Did It Un- 
knowingly — Released 
Under Bond. 


B. M. Mutersbaugh, traveling salesman 
for the Gerts-Lumbard company, manu- 
facturers of brushes, Chicago, and H. A. 
Bird, a traveling man, formeriy connected 
with the circulation department of the Kan- 
sas City Journal, were arrested yesterday 
noon by Deputy County Marshals Cassimer 
Welch and Hughes Chiles on capiases issued 
by the July grand jury, by which they 
were indicted for infringing upon the copy- 
righted label of a proprietary medicine, and 
selling a spurious imitation of the genuine 
remedy. They were found at their homes, 
the former at 3111 Forest avenue and the 
latter at 84 East Eleventh street, in the 
midst of the Christmas festivities arranged 
for their families. They were taken te the 
county jail, where they were allowed the 
liberty of the office while arranging for 
their release on bond, which they. secured 
later. 

It is alleged that Mutersbaugh sold to 
Faxon, Horton & Gallagher,wholesale drug- 
gists, early last summer, two and three- 
quarter gross bottles of what was repre- 
sented as a certain patent cure, and that

AESTHETIC VEGETARIANS, 


The Rigor of the Code Forbids the Use 
of Fur or Feathers, 
}From the London Chronicle, 

(Most people probably imagine that vege- 
tarianism is principally concerned with 
what we should eat and what we should 
drink, but this is to take a very low view of 
the question. The aesthetic side of vege- 
tarianism formed the subject of an interest- 
ing address given yesterday afternoon by 
Mrs. McDonall at a meeting held at the 
Pioneer club by invitation of Miss Camp- 
bell-Lang, under the auspices of the Wom- 
en’s Vegetarian union. It was not enough 
to take up vegetarianism, she remarked, 
because it prevented indigestion, or because 
it was easy, or because it was economical. 
Those reasons were all good in their way, 
but it was only when vegetarianism entered 
on the mental plane and became the one 
great idea for which everything else was to 
be sacrificed that the cause would advance. 
Those who had attained this.mental plane 
had a certain:mnity in their existence. ere 
was nothing» more painful than to live 
against one’s better judgment, and this was 
too common at the present day. When the 
aesthetic side of vegetarianism was sped 
all the other-sides—the medical, p ysical, 
and moral—grouped themselves 
Mrs. McDonall. then went on to sancttbe 
the home of a vegetarian who had not yet 
attained to the aesthetic plane, and pointed 
out how the want of unity would be shown 
in the books and pictures, in the skins 
of animals which adorned the floor, and in 
the wearing of furs and feathers. These 
were all obstacles to a woman who was 
esta at the aesthetic side of vegetarian- 
ism. If they wanted to make their life uni- 
fied they must give up these luxuries and 
these fashions, and everything that militat- 
ed against the one great idea, for it was 
only in that way that the true ‘aestheticism 
of vegetarianism could be attained. It was 
only when human beings recognized their 
brotherhood with all the animal world that 
the true idea of humanity and vegetarian- 
ism would ever be reached. That was the 
only standpoint that would enable them to 
go forward. The true world around them 
was spiritual, and there was no livi 
creature that did not deserve respect an 
sympathy. When they had recognized these 
things and that men were as kings, re- 
sponsible whether*the world went higher or 
lower, and had raised themselves to that 
higher plane, thenmytheyr could raise others.

reach the mouth. An eld wooden pipe or 
brier, so dear to‘4inveterate smokers, be- 
comes dear to inv@terate smokers, bécomes 
“smooth smoking” be@ause the pores of 
the wood widen ind so absorb, as is the 
case with clay and meerschaum, a large 
proportion of the tobacco oils. A hook- 
shaped pipe must be better than a pipe the 
bowl of which is cn the same level as the 
mouth, for the simple reason that in the 
former a considerable quantity of the oil 
is kept back in the U-shaped part of the 
pipe, while in the latter the oil travels easi- 
ly down the stem. Ebonite stems are in 
general objectionable. because they com- 
monly spoil the true flavor of the tobacco 
smoke, e know instances where ebonite 
stems Shes produced distinctly objection- 
able symptoms in the throat. Bone or real 
amber makes a much more satisfactory 
stem, or the pine should be of wood 
throughout. Amber substitutes, and es- 
pecially celluloid, should be d iscarded en- 
tirely as dangerous. Pipes of special »con- 
struction can not be regarded with much 


favor, such as those which are said to be 
hygienic, and usually contain a so-called 
nicotine absorber.

Make Bill Clerks Unnecessary 
--Will Take One Man 
Equal to Tiree, 


- Inventors of typewriters have been en- 
gaged for many years, in fact ever since 
the first practical writing machine was 
perfected, in an endeavor to produce a 
machine which could ‘be used in writing on 
the pages of a ledger, journal, or other 
book or document which can not be placed 
in the ordinary typewriter. It is announced 
that success in this regard has been at 
last attained, and that a machine which 
meets all the requirements for book work, 
and in addition does the work of the ordi 
nary machine, has been placed upon the 
market. 

The book typewriter employs the shift 
key, and has a keyboard very much like 
that of the standard machines. The 
machine proper is bolted to the table on 
which it rests, and, when it is manipulated, 
the body of the machine moves along over 
the page. The book is placed in a frame 
and the types are struck downward upon 
it, making the impression through a ribbon. 
A lever may be pressed which exposes the 
writing to the eye of the operator. 

In placing the pone per inthe machine, it 
is necessary to lift the entire body of the 
machine, but it is so well balanced that it 
lifts little, if any, heavier than the car- 
riages of some other typewriters. The 
touch of the machine is pleasant and the 
line spacing is very simple, and, be te the 
line is spaced, the entire body of the in- 
strument is moved downward on the page. 
The operator.can return the machine read- 
ily to any desired int ro Insert a letter 
or make a correction. From two to four 
times as much matter can. be put upon the 
page with the typewriter, and, as ruling is 
unnecessary, the expense of ruling is ig elimi-

It is absolutely inde- 
structible by any means except immersion 
in boiling water or the application of a 
red-hot iron. It may be cut up and divided 
in any manner, and the smallest shreds 
will throw out roots, grow and form buds. 
The leaves of this extraordinary plant have 
been suspended in the air of a dry room; 
have been placed in a close, air-tight er 
without moisture of any sort, and stil 
they grow. Even when pressed and packed 
away in a botanist’s herbarium it has been 
known to grow. Evergreen leaves some- 
times remain on the tree for several years; 
for instance. in the Scotch pine, three or 
four years; the spruce and silver fir, six or 
seven years; the yew, eight; Abies pinsapo, 
sixteen or seventeen.

Springfield, Mo., Dec, 24.—In the south- 
ern part of Springfield lives an old ex- 
slave, Aunt Margaret Slow, whose loyalty | 
for thirty-five years to a Nttle trust tells 
a pretty story of the bitter side of the 
negro nature. All of the white neighbors 
of the old woman know Aunt Margaret’s 
history and her integrity has won the ad- 
miration of many hearts, 

For more than a third of a century this 
aged survivor of the best type of the slave 
population has carried about a small treas~ 
ure of silver coins, which were the sav- 


Aunt Margaret would jhave become in due 
time had not the war brought freedom 
to the negroes of thé South. Aunt Mar- 
garet’s story is as follows: 

She was born in Tennessee in 1829. Her.

old. Springfield then contained only a few

Brother Correspondent and Comrade, Crosby, Who Was 
Struck by a Bullet in the Forehead While Watch-

(Synopsis of previous chapters.—Critten- 
den Marriott arrived in Cuba on January 
20, 1897, when the people of this country 
were ignerant of the true state of affairs 
on the island. The American editors were 
awake ‘to the importance of Cuban news 
and had. dispatched their best men to the 
seat of war. All these newspaper men 
had narrow escapes, several were killed, 
one died in hospital, some were imprisoned.

The little white girl, “‘Tennie,”" was a 
“great favorite among her relatives and 
throughout the settlement, and she often 
received presents of silver coins. Some of 
these the child wore on a*string around 
her neck after thé fashion of those days, 
but most of the pieces of money were given 
to the slave girl, Margaret, to keep. Thus 
in time “‘Tennie’s” presents accumulated | 
till the faithful slave had iu her possession 
quite a sum of small coins. 


At last Margaret was hired out and sent 
about ten miles from the home of “‘little 
Tennie.’”’ In her box of possessions was 
the purse containing the money of the 
white child, and, expecting to come back 
home at the end of the year, the slave 
woman took the collection of coins along 
with her, as “Tennie’ would trust this 


much-prized treasure with no one else. 

The war now came on, and all was con- 
fusion and dread in. Southwest Missouri. 
Armies began to march to and fro over 
the country and soon the inhabitants of 
Ozark region heard the terrible sound of 
battle. After the retreat of Lyon’s army 
from Wilson creek back to Holla the South- 
érn people felt more secure, but still the 
fear of losing their slave property caused 
many of them to send their negroes into 
Arkansas and Pexas early in the war. 
.argaret did not return to her little 
Missus’’ when the first vent of service ex- 

e whole 

field was greatly excited. 
Partisans of th sides were leaving home 
to join the army or to seek security farther 
away from such a belligerent territory. 
Just before the battle of Pea Ridge, or 
Elk Horn ve as tne’ Confederates 
called this event of the war, all the Lock 
negroes were started southward. There 
were ten slaves in all belonging to the 
family at that time. 

(Margaret joined the other slaves as they 
marched by the place where she was hired 
out, and left Missouri without getting to 


see ‘“‘little Tennie.” She carried into Ar- 
kansas the purse of silver, thinking that in 
a short time thé negroes would return 


home.“From Pea Ridge the slaves were 
taken southward into the cotton fields of 
the Arkansas valley, where they worked 
while mighty armies contended to decide 
the fate of the American negro. In 1864 
the Union soldiers got possession of the 
countty where the Lock slaves were em- 
and the of the overseer van- 
shed. Colonel . F. Cloud of the Sixth 
Kansas cavalry brought the news of free- 
dom to Margaret and her ‘colored associ- 
ates, and some of the negroes left the cot- 
ton plantation and went to Little Rock. 

At the close of the war the negro woman 
married a freedman by the name of Slow, 
and the couple lived for a time at Pine 
Bluff. She wanted to come back to Mis- 
souri and see “little Tennie’’ and the white 
fo'ks, but her husband would not consent 
to the move. She had carried with her 
through all the vicissitudes of the war the 
silver coins, never tempted by hunger to 
Spend a cent of the money.

Regard for the safety of those who 
helped me torbids my explaining too defi- 
nitely how I sent my letters to Key West. 
‘Lhe following facts are for the most part 
well known in Havana, or are of no vaiue 
to the Spanish authorities. 

There were two steamers each week from 
Havana to Key West and ‘tampa, leaving 
Havana on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 
Very few people were allowed on these 
ships outside of the passengers, and news- 
paper men were not comprised in these 
few. Nevertheless, we soon worked up a 
secret method of getting our dispatches on 
board. Here they were taken charge of 
by a special agent, who carried them to 
key West, where our papers all had rep- 
resentatives who forwarded them by wire 
to their destination. Each of the seven 
correspondents paid $10 e4ch steamer for 
this service, so that our agent was get- 
ting rich rapidly. Of course, he took the 
chances of arrest and exposure. 

Just before the steamer reached Key 
West these letters were all placed in a 
tin box on the lower deck. When the ship 
was alongside the pier a negro boy, whose 
duties made him the first to come aboard, 
hurried’ up the gangplank, secured the let- 
ters and took them out to the correspond- 
ents, who were waiting on the dock. Then 
there would be a race to the telegraph 
office to.file the dispatches. 

The competition in doing this was very 
sharp. There was but one wire from Key 
West, and often there were 15.000 words to 
be sent over it after 7 o’clock at night.

The other men 
would rush off to the telegraph office with 
them. only to find my dispatches had al- 
ready been filed. 


White kept this up for two months, heed- 
less of the wonder and profanity of the 
rest of the crowd, who could not understand 
it at all. If any of them read this article, 
thev will know how the thing was done. 

There were many funny incidents con- 
nected with this mail service. Mr. Alvord 
of a New York paper was the hero of one 
of them. He had received some exciting 
news too late to send it off to the ship by 
the regular means.

Late Sunday night Mr. Rea, a New York 
newspaper man, returned from the rebel 
camp and gave me some additional details. 
He said Crosby reached General Gomez's 
camp on Mareh 5, under an escort of cav- 
alry furnished him by the rebel Lieutenant 
Governor Bencomo. 


On March 8 the third battle of Juan Crie 
ollo was fought.

By a diligent scrutiny of the illustrations 
on this page the reader may learn that Lulu 
Tabor is playing Madge in “In Old Ken-- 
tucky,”’ but farther than that he can not 
go. For a definite knowledge of the names 
of the company one must wait wntil the 
programs at the Grand and Ninth street 
this afternoon and that at the Coates to- 
morrow night give up their secrets. Names 
may not, oftentimes they do not, mean 
much, but they are generally taken by the 
public as a guarantee of good faith. It is 
doubtful if any patron of a theater ever 
stays away from a performance solely be- 
cause the names of the players are unfa- 
miliar to him, but it is certain that many 
will stay away from a first performance 
when the manager of the company declines 
to antiounce any of his people. The day 
has long since passed when a play can be 
expected to draw in a city like this simply 
on the statement that it is “under the 
direction. of John Doe and Richard Roe,’’ 
and that it ran 763 nights in New York.

AT AN EARLY AGE HE BEGAN A LIFE 
OF WANDERING TRAVEL, 


In These Years of Nomadic Travel He 
Made the Preparation for His Great 
Work—He Is a Tireless Worker and 
Is Constantly Looking for New Ma- 
terial—Books That Have Made Him 
Famous, 


From the Boston Herald. 

Who is Henry K. Sienkiewicz? A few 
years ago only he burst upon the American 
reading public in his incomparable his- 
torical romance, “With Fire and Sword.” 
“The Deluge,” a two-volume romance,,.fol- 
lowed soon after, and still a third, “Pan 
Michael,”” a few months later completed 
this remarkable trilogy. But this prolific 
writer did not cease his activity. “Without 
Dogma,”’ a novel of modern Poland, artid 
“Children of the Soil,’ a study in sociology, 
followed in quick succession. Then came 
perhaps his greatest work, certaiply that 
which has become rapidly popularized in 
this country, his “Quo Vadis,” a study in 
fiction of the times of Nero and the days 
of the early Christian church. 

Who is this man who has thus taken the 
American reading public by storm and 
made himself a name among us that will 
not soon be forgotten? The public mind 
has merely the impression that he is a 
native of Poland, but more than this the 
best informed in literature and concerning 
its makers can scarcely tell. 

Briefly, then, Sienkiewicz was born at 
Wola Okrejska, in Lithuania, Poland, in 
the year 15, so that he has just turned 
his half century of life. He comes of an 
old and noble family, and his instincts and 
tastes haye always been those of a patri- 
cian. Of the land of his birth, Lithuantfa, it 
is said that, stretching from the Baltic 
southward, it is a land of great and gloomy 
forests, which have had not a little in- 
fluence upon the character of the people. 
His education was received at the Univer- 
sity of Warsaw, during the troublous times 
which ended in the disruption of Polish 
national life and the absorption of his 
country into the great Empire of Russia. 
With every national movement against 
of Warsaw was identified 
and against this rebellious city were the 
strongest and severest measures adopted 
for the denationalization of the Pole. Even 
the use of his native tongue was forbidden 
to him in the university, and everywhere 
Russians superseded Poles. The old rela- 
tions between the university and the aris- 
tocracy were interrupted, and everywhere 
was an atmosphere of suspicion. The year 
1863 marked that reign of terror which did 
not end for Poland until many lives had 


ous banishments had compelled the Poles 
to admit the superiority of the Russian. 
At 22 years of age Sienkiewicz left the 
university to begin a life of wandering 
travel. He was imbued with a sentiment 
of restlessness and a desire to see strange 
facé and foreign scenes. He wandered to 
the remote corners of his native land, 
studying its people, and especially those of 
the bourgeois class, so widely separated 
from his own by an impassable social gulf. 
This nomadic life and association with the 
great common people produ in him a 
manner of thought quite at variance with 
that to which he had been bred, while yet 
it has not,.led him to an utter separation 
from the class to which he properly be- 
longs, and in which he was reared. Sien- 
kiewicz, in fact, may be said to belong, in 
his sympathies and affiliations, to neither 
of the great social classes in his country. 
Whether, therefore, he depicts patrician or 


realism that reveals a mind to which pe- 
culiar prejudice is a stranger. ; 


Although he led for some years a no- 
madic. life, Sienkiewicz did not allow his 
pen to be idle. These were the years of 

reparation for his great life work. In 

872 was published a volume of sketches, 
which were but the precursors of what 
was.to follow. Later he appered in St. 
Petersburg as the editor of a newspaper. 
but of this episode in his life the record 
is but slight. Next he is heard from in 
France, where he was identified with a 
utopian scheme, which can not fail to re- 
mind one of the famous Brook Farm 
venture in our own country. This scheme, 
with which a Polish fraternity of expatri- 
ated artists and musicians were identified, 
had its inception in Paris in 1877. This was 
to found upon the Pacific shores of the 
United States o colony after the commu- 
nistic idea. The plan was well matured and 
a brave effort was made to carry it into 
successful operation. Among its promoters, 
besides Sienkiewicz, were Count Bozenta, 
Chlaponski, and his more famous wife, He- 
lena Modjeska. A settlement was made 
near Los Angeles, Cal., which they called 
Anno Luni. Like other similar enterprises, 
this proved a failure, and, for a while, the 
founders were in dire straits. But in the 
case of two, at least. their genius came to 
their help. Mme. Modjeska speedily ac- 
quired a knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, and soon made for herself a lasting 
name in the histrionic are. Sienkiewicz re- 
turned to Poland, and there published his 
experiences in and impressions of America 
in a series of sketches, which attracted the 
attention of the public, and served to bring 
to him a considerable fame. 

With the exception of such portions of 
his time as he still spends in foreign travel, 
he has since made his native land his home. 
His domestic life is attractive, although 
Some years ago, a great grief came to him 
in the death of his wife, to whom he was 
deeply attached. He had two children 
Henryk, a boy of 15, and Yadviga,.a girt 
of 13 years. Toward these children he main- 
tained a deep affection. 

In the year 1880 he began his monumental 
work, the historical trilogy which has 
made his name famous on two continents. 
Curiously enough, for such a literary event 
could scarcely occur in this country, these 
extensive works appeared in installments 
in a Warsaw journal, transalations appear- 
ing simultaneously in Vienna and rlin. 
The production of these books. was the 
work of eight years, the public eagerly 
perusing the various installments as they 
appeared, and patiently waiting for the 
conclusion. Sienkiewicz is a tireless and 
incessant worker, new material constantly 
appearing from his pen. Much of this has 
not been translated tnto English. Besides 
the works already mentioned, two volumes 
of short tales—‘*Yanko, the Musician, and 


Other Stories.””’ and “Lillian Morris and 
Other Storie#’—have appeared in our 
language. Recently, too, a third volume 


of tales, under the name of “‘Hania,” has 
appeared. All of these, and more besides. 
of his writings have been translated into 
German, Russia and French. so that Sien- 
kiewicz today is a thorough cosmopolitan 
in his audience.

Though Burke never attained high office, 
his abilities wefe so versatile as to qualify 
him for any post which a Cabinet Minister 
eould fill. His practical wisdom was as 
conspicuous as his power of generalization. 
‘No one had a clearer comprehension or a 
firmer grasp of great principles of universal 
application; at the same time his policy in 
every department cf English politics rested 
on a wide and solid basis of information and 
experience. He was stee in the history 
of the past, yet penetrated through and 
through with the realit 
ever and always mindful of that future in 
which the speculations and measures of the 
day weére to be tested, and finally approved 
or condemned. His prodigious activity in 
public affairs sprang not from an intellect- 
ual source alone, nor from his imperial pat- 
riotism; it was censtantly fed from an inex- 
haustible store of moral energy 

He was animated by a detestation of all 
forms of oppression, whether by kings or 
governors, parliamenis or peoples, which 
was in him a consuming passion, from 
which his noble nature could only obtain 
relief by denunctation of the oppressor and 
the destruction of his power.

One of the pews was dedicated to the use 
of the county magistrate, justice of the 
peace and sheriff, who filed solemnly in of 
a Sunday with all the dignity befitting the 
upholders of the law. Opposite, and facing 
the pulpit, is the largest pew in the church, 
whose size equals that of a ball-room. It 
has seats around all four sides. Its backs 
are nearly five feet high and were formerly 
surmdéunted by brass rods, which held thick 
damask curtains, so that even when stand- 
ing those inside could neither see nor be 
seen. 

This pew, our guide informed us, be- 
longed to Robert Carter (which he pro- 
nounced Ky-arter, with that delightful in- 
imitable Virginian accent), who was com- 
monly called ‘“‘King,’’ on account of his 
great wealth and social importance. He 
owned 300,000 acres of land and 3,000 negroes 
and is one of the best-known characters 
of early days. He was treasurer of the 
colony for many years, Governor, Speaker 
of the House of Burgesses and president of 
the Council in 1726, 

e, it seems, was the builder of the 
church. In the vestry book his name comes 
before even that of the minister. The 
whole north side of the building was given 
up ‘for all time to come” to the use of his 
servants and dependents, and none of the 
congregation ever thought of entering the 
church until the Carter coach had arrived, 
and “‘King’’ Carter and his family had taken 
their places. e aisles are formed of 
massive pieces of freestone and are as 


‘solid and smooth today as when they were 


first laid, nearly two hundred years ago. 
The original communion service is pre- 
served in good condition. It is of silver 
and was brought from land, 
Under the pulpit is placed for safe keeping 
a relic of unusual interest in the shape of 
an old cedar dial post, which formerly stood 
outside the door. On it im still legible the 
name of John Carter and the date of 1702. 
The post was one of the relics of the older 
church, which had been built by John Car- 
ter, father of the ‘“‘King.’’ One of the 
tombs which were moved from the older 
church is in memory of this John Carter 
and his wives, of whom there seems to 
have been a goodly number. The epitaph 
mentions no less than the appalling sum 
of five, who, it adds, ‘‘were all his wives 
successively and died before him.’’ This 
to ars the date of 1669. In the center 
of the ilding is a flat slab let into the 
stone floor just at the crossing of the aisles. 
This, legend says, was placed there in mem- 
ory of a plasterer, who fell while working 
on the lofty dome and was killed on the

Outside is the little graveyard which all 
old churches have, with here and there the 
gleam of a marble slab or headstone show- 
ing through the clinging masses of ivy and 
periwinkle which covers it. ‘‘King’’ Carter’s 
tomb, originally very massive and hand- 
some, with the Carter coat-of-arms cut up- 
on it, is now broken and defaced and lies 
in fragments.

This act aroused 
the people of the neighborhood to such an 
extent that had the thieves been caught, 
there is small doubt but that they would 
have been put forthwith into ‘King’ Car- 
ter’s place. or many years services were 
held in the church only once a year, but 
of late even this has been discontinued, 
and the old building would have been left 
to the mercy of the elements, but for the 
‘interest recently awakened in it.

Theater, Showers Silver Pieces Upon Nellie McHenry 
Her Company, and Places the Saloon at the Dis- 
posal of the Crowd. 


CARNIVAL 


“The kavorting of the Kansas City Karni- 
val Krew is a Sunday school picnic when 
compared with Buffalo Bill's carnival at 
Cheyenne last Saturday and Sunday,’ de- 
clared Mr. Edwin Wilson, a well Known 
Pullman conductor, to a party of friends 
yesterday. 
and then conducted it as best suited his 
fancy. 

*‘He had run down to Cheyenne from his 
ranch at North Platte, Neb., to look after 
some irrigation scheme in which he Is in- 
terested. After transacting his business 
with the Governor, Cody sent out runners 
to all his friends living within a radius of 
thirty-five miles. In addition he notified 
all Cheyenne that he was in town for fun 
and the people were to be his guests. 

“His invitations were accepted and by 
nightfall the town was a regular procession 
of cow boys, ranchmen, miners, soldiers 
and ordinary citizens. 

Buffalo Hill Mays a Theater. 

“Bill's first move was the purchase of the 
Cheyenne theater for the evening. Nellie 
McHenry’s New York company was the 
bill and I fancy that she will never entirely 
forget that Saturday night audience. 

“Cody occupied a box and did not assert 
himself until the orchestra had played the 
overture. This had struck his fancy and 
when the curtain went up at the conclusion 
of the music, Bill jumped to his feet, waved 
his two arms wildly and demanded that 
the curtain be lowered and the music re- 
peated, 

“That curtain may have at some time 
dropped quicker than it did Saturday night, 
but if so, the oldest inhabitant failed to re- 
member the occasion. 

“After the orchestra sufficiently 
‘blowed’ itself to suit the fancy of Cody the 
first act of the play opened. Miss McHenry’s 
appearance was the signal for a tremendous 
outburst of applause, especially from the 
box occupied by Buffalo Bill and a few 
select friends, among them a prominent 
army officer. Miss McHenry bowed her ac- 
and was immediately 
showered with sliver and gold pieces thrown 
by Cody. This started the bail in earnest 
and every time ove of the stage people re- 
ceived applause from the audience he or she 
also received a handful of coin from Cody. 
Before the first act was over Bill had ex- 
hausted his supply of gold and silver. He 
immediately sent out a five hundred dollar 
roll, however, and had the change brought 
to him in a canvas bag. 

He Monopolizes the Whole Show. 

“The second act was not played to the 
audience. The stage simply belonged to 
Cody and the entire company went with it. 
Every line was said within five feet of his 
box and every time he was pleased he re- 
sponded with a shower of silver and gold. 

“At the end of the second act he an- 
nounced to the crowd that the performance 
would not Be allowed to proceed until every 
one in the house had ‘itrigated.’ Following 
this speech he jumped to the stage and 
formed himself into a committee of one to 
escort ‘Miss McHenry and her company to 
a neighboring refreshment house. 

‘““He declared at the same time that he 
did not haye time to wait for a change 
of costume and so the theatrical people 
filed out just as he happened to find them. 
And in a few cases this was in a decidedly 
summer attire. 

“About midnight Bill decided that it was 
time to proceed with the performance. His 
decision resulted in a grand rush for the 
theater and when the curtain went up for 
the third act Miss McHenry and one or two 
others were the only ones present. A few 
minutes later the absent ones were found 
and I rather think ‘Miss McHenry’s com- 
pany gave the most unique performance 
during the rest of the evening that has ever 
been seen in the country. 

Nobody Starts Anything. | 

“Although the audience was made up, for 
the most part, of cattlemen, soldiers, and 
gamblers, no discharging of firearms oc- 
curred. This was probably of 
Cody’s having the entertainment in charge. 
You see he had particularly requested that 
no one start anything. And what Buffalo 
Bill says, goes in that country. 

“After the performance ‘Bill announced 
to 
their disposal. ‘He also intimated that 
something unwelcome would occur should 
anyone attempt to go home. 

“Judging from the amount of noise made 
during the remainder of the night I think 
his warning must have been heeded. You 
never saw or heard anything to equal it 
unless you crossed the plains in ‘49. It was 
a regular old-fashioned, 
clonic mining camp time.

ROUTE FOR NICARAGUA CANAL, 


Land Over Whieh the Government’ 
Commission Will Travel, 
From the New York Herald. | 

The final fate of the Nicaragua cans 
project will shortly be decided. The Unite 
States gunboat Newport has sailed awa 
with a commission of engineers appointe 
by the government, and their report as t 
the feasibility of the waterway betwee 
the Atlantic and Pacifle will determin 
whether or not the United States shall con 
trol this great but still embryonfie en 
terprise. 

Records show that it became a sériou 
matter in the last century, but no definit 
plan of action was ever adoptedr until 
few years ago, when work on the route 
was actually begun. 

But this canal through the isthinus 3 
not a thing which can be accomp 
readily, and there is some divergence @ 
opinion in regard to the best place on i 
isthmus through which to cut ft, The 
French have been working through tie 
narrower strip, near Panama, but so as 
there is no immediate promise of su 
in the undertaking. 

The American company has chosen ti 
longer though apparently less difficult 
route through the State of Nicaragua. OF 
this line the natural water courses wil 
be used extensively, and it Is supposer 
by many to be, consequently, a more gb 
tical undertaking than the one through tie 
higher hills near Panama, _

The commission appointed by the Pres 
dent to go ever the proposed route durite 
the winter of 1897-98 is to decide certaim 
questions in regard to the cost and feami- 
bility of the projett as suggested by tie 
canal company. It is com of three of 
the ablest men Im the United States for de 
ciding these matters, and ts su rted by 
a number of naval officers, civil engineer 
and assistants. men-of-war will aig 
the expedition and will assist in the ye 
drographic work in the harbors on ti 
east and west coasts. The shore tles 
will have to gm over a of the old lines; 
and, as the jungle has long closed these 
they will have to cut their way throusgm 
as before with the machete. 

The commissioners will return to the 
United States in the spring, and, as their 
report will probably be final as to Be 
interest the government will take in ths 
project, the civildzed world will await them 
with some impatience to know tif the gremi 
est of Republics will decide to control tie 
the Pacific.

The Other From nie Grande to Bahia 
Blanca—Both Projects Declared te 
Have Passed the Experimental Stage 
~The Railway of 
America WilhOpen a Country of Vast 
Wealth, |

Two great railroad projects—the biggest 
the world has eVer’ seen, and “doubtless 
the biggest it will @ver see—have now 
passed the point. where they can be con- 
sidered mere dreams and are gradually 
approaching their completion. In all hu- 
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man probability people now living will be 
able to catch the 9:20 train at Jersey City 
for Cape Horn, and can engage a sleeper 
at the Cape of Good Hope for Alexandria. 

The route chosen for the railway which 
Cecil Rhodes is advocating from Cape Town 
to the shore of thé. Mediterranean is 4,800 
miles long. Of that distance 1,800 miles is 
already completed, leaving 3,000 miles to 
be built: The route chosen for the rail- 
way from the Rio Grande to Bahia Blanca; 
near the southern extremity of South Amer- 
ica, is 6,849 miles long, of which 2,500 miles 
is completed, leaving 4,349 miles to be buiit.
